'Teacher of many talents gets the joV 


by HOLLY HANSON 


It's just not enough anymore for 


prospective teachers to earn A's in 
their education courses. 


K they want jobs, say local school 


district personnel directors, they'll 
have to be able to coach girls' sott- 
ball, supervise the student newspaper 
staff or direct the concert band. 


It's the age of the bionic teacher, 


and unique abilities count, especially 
when the prospective educator is try- 
ing to catch the eyes of adminis- 
trators flooded with thousands of ap- 
plications for only a few jobs. 


"We don't even count the letters, 


they come in so fast," said John Frid- 
lund, superintendent of River Trails 
Dist. 26, where 12 teaching positions 
were eliminated this year because of 
declining enrollment. - 


THE DISTRICT gives job appli- 


cations only to those who come to the 
office to pick them up, he said. 


"We have no plans of hiring anyone 


(for 1977-78)," he said. "That's why 
it's really foolish to send them appli- 
cations and get their hopes up." 


Palatine Township Dist. 15 sent out 


about 5,000 applications a year ago 
and hired "40 or 50 teachers," said 
Robert Anderson, administrative as- 
sistant for personnel and planning. 


Dist. 15 already has received 1,500 


applications for fall teaching jobs and 
stopped accepting them April 15, he 
said. Twenty to 30 openings are ex- 
pected for 1977-78, he said. 


For 1976-77, High School Dist. 214 


received 1,618 applications for 69 jobs. 
The previous year 553 prospective 
English teachers wrote to the district; 
eight were hired, said Robert Cudney, 
assistant suerintendent for personnel 
services, 


CUDNEY SAID with an 
extraor- 


dinary amount of teachers to pick 
from, the one with a variety of talent 
to offer is most likely to get the job.

Lightning, winds damage 
area, down power lines

Lightning and high winds damaged 


several homes and businesses and 
downed power lines in Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, 
Hoffman 


Estates and 
Schaumburg Sunday 


when a brief but turbulent thunder- 
storm swept through the Northwest 
suburbs 


Hardest hit was Schaumburg, where 


one home was hit by lightning, power 
lines downed, and several roofs blown 
off of building#in an industrial park. 


Donna Vasto, of 232 Whidah Ct, 


Schaumburg, said she and her family 
were in the living room when she saw 
a bunding flash of light and heard a 
crash that shook the house. 


"I didn't really think that much 


about it. I knew it came down some- 
where close by," she said A few min- 
utes later, a neighbor called to tell 
her that the Vasto roof had been hit 
by lightning. 


"1 TOLD HER she was full of 


prunes," Mrs. Vasto said. "But when 
I looked outside, I saw where the 
lightning hit" The roof had minor 
damage but Mrs. Vasto, her husband 
Vince, and her 2-year-old son Anthony 
were not injured. 


Lightning also struck a Schaumburg 


home on Fennell Lane where a minor 
fire erupted, but causing no injuries. 
High winds ripped the roofs off two 
buildings in at 731 Morse Ave. and 726 
Lunt Ave. No injuries were reported 
Damages estimates were not avail- 
able Sunday. 


Rolling Meadows firefighters es- 


caped injury when their fire truck 
skidded on wet pavement and struck 
a tree at Jay and Grouse Avenues 


IN HOFFMAN ESTATES, fire- 


fighters reported minor damage after 
winds knocked over several power 
lines on Chippendale Road and Lafa- 
yette Lane. 


The Arlington Heights Fire Dept. 


said a few trees fell over during the 


gusty storm Sunday, knocking down 
power lines, on the 600 block of Roose- 
velt Avenue but causing no injuries. 


Mount Prospect firefighters were 


called to 1505 S Arlington Heights Rd 
to extinguish a small fire that broke 
out when lightning touched down on 
the roof of a house at that address. 


ABOUT $800 DAMAGE was done, 


but no injuries were reported. Mount 
Prospect also had several downed 
power lines at 610 Wille St, 213 S. 
Elmhurst Rd., and at the corner of 
Highland and Russel streets 


Rolling Meadows apparently was 


passed over by the storm A telephone 
pole may have been damaged by 
lightning, said officials. 


Lightning also struck an electric 


transformer at 500 N. Devon Ave., 
Elk Grove Village, setting off several 
burglar alarms in nearby offices 


The storm caused no damage in 


Palatine, Buffalo Grove, Des Plaines 
and Wheeling.

first U.S.-Cuban cruise

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - The sis- 


ter of Cuban Premier Fidel Castro 
and several hundred exiles from the 
communist-run island picketed a ship 
being boarded Sunday by the first 
cruise passengers from the United 
States to Cuba in 16 years. 


Juanita Castro, who rejected her 


brother in 1960, called him a tyrant 
and said the United States should 
maintain its trade restrictions against 
Cuba. She said President

1952 village master 
plan really missed mark

The population was expected to 


more than double, reaching 29,000 by 
1980 and requiring plans for a third 
grammar school and expansion of the 
local airport. 


That was the 1952 projection for Ar- 


lington Height* in the village's first 
master plan. 


With 1980 still three years away, the 


village's population now stands at 
70,997, there are 17 grammar schools 
in Dist. 25 and the local airport, 
where the Nike Site was located, is 
being converted into a golf course. 


THE 1052 MASTER plan prepared 


by the Chicago firm of Stanton and 
Rockwell was outdated almost as 
quickly as the ink dried.

Skippy howled and flinched when 


they tried to clip his nails, but the 
mixed breed's tail wagged full 
force when it was bath time. 


Some of the more than 50 dogs 


and cats washed and groomed 
Sunday at the Oakton Animal 
Clinic, Elk Grove Village, were 
not happy about it. But the pet 
owners, the coordinators of the 
"pel wash" and particularly Rob- 
ert Frank were delighted. They 
were raising money for the 
Society of St 
Francis, Mount 


Prospect. It was a worthy cause. 


"This is the first time I'd ever 


heard of anything like this," 
Frank said. "We're hoping for 
about $300 when it's over." 


Frank, 42, .400 Milbrun Ave,, is 


perhaps the No. 1 animal lover in 
the Northwest suburbs. He cares 
for the frisky critters so much 
that in 1975 he gave up an $18,000 
a year job with the U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture to found the humane 
society. Today his life is devoted 
to the humane care and treatment 
of pets. 


CHAMPIONING THE animal 


cause sounded great to Frank in 
the beginning. Although he still is 
dedicated to the work, he cru- 
sades for ami-cruelty with nearly 
empty pockets. And unless he re- 
ceives more contributions to de- 
fray the cost of relocating stray 
dogs and rehabilitating sick ones, 
he says the society will have to 
fold. 


"Eventually he is going to go 


broke," said Dr. Donald Uhlir as 
he shampooed another 
canine 


"But if we could slow it down for 
a while..." 


Uhlir, a veterinarian at the ani- 


mal clinic, said the facilities and 
equipment for the pet wash were 
donated to Frank for a day be- 
cause, "He does a lot of business 
with us. He brings us a lot of

said Judy Kurpiel. "I've known 
him for six years and we've sort 
of followed him through this whole 
thing." 


MS. KURPIEL, who operates 


Grooming by Judy out of the ani- 


mal clinic, said the pet wash was 
working out well "I'd like to have 
more," she said. "Maybe four 
times a year." 


The small clinic was filled with 


Frank's furry friends throughout 
the day. Some of the more nervous 
pooches were muzzled to keep 
them from biting. Others were 
well-mannered and more passive. 


A German Shepherd puppy 


named Holly, whose paws were 
caked with bubble gum, yelped 
like a whining child. Frank, who 
was bathing the hound, figured 
• the four-legged creature was just 
complaining the water was loo 
hot. The water temperature was 
adjusted. The gum was removed 
using ether. 


Clothed in blue jeans 
and 


T-shirts, the workers 
scrubbed 


and snipped, trimmed and dried. 
Uhlir periodically mopped clumps 
cf hair and other animal waste 
from the floor, keeping the place 
as sanitary as possible. 


"They all know how to work 


with animals," Frank said. "I'm 
a groomer, too.

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Suburban digest 
Weekend fires 
dot the suburbs 


Northwest suburban homes and office buildings have come un- 


der attack by an unknown number of arsonists who have set at 
least 12 fires during the past three days. The latest arson attempt 
was Sunday at 4:30 p.m. when Buffalo Grove and Arlington 
Heights firefighters extinguished a flaming porch at an office 
building at 146 to 150 W. Dundee Rd., Buffalo Grove. Damage by 
the fire was minimal, but smoke damage was expected to be 
heavy in the two-story structure, which contains 'offices for Crea- 
tively Yours, Needle's Point, the Beth Lee Sample Shoppe and the 
Temple Chai administrative branch. 


Arlington Heights police have arrested a village juvenile for 


setting a fire at an Illinois Bell Telephone office, 120 W. Eastman 
St. Saturday night. The youth, who police would not identify, will 
be petitioned into juvenile court in Skokie this week. Minimal 
damage was done in the arson attempt. 


Police still are seeking the persons responsible for setting a fire 


Friday at Conant High School, 700 E. Cougar Tr., Hoffman Es- 
tates, which caused an estimated $50,000 damages and injured a 
firefighter. Police are also Investigating an attempted arson at 
Fremd High School, 1000 S. Quentin Rd., Palatine, where unknown 
persona destroyed a toilet bowl, stuffed it with toilet tissue in a 
girls' restroom and set it on fire. Flames had spread to stall walls 
before firefighters could extinguish the fire. Smoke damage to the 
room was heavy, police said. The Fremd arson came only six 
hours after the Conant blaze broke out in a section of gym bleach- 
ers.

Condo owners file $4 million suit 


The 94 condominium owners in one building of the Village on the 


Lake Complex in Elk Grove Village have filed a $4 million lawsuit 
against the developer.' The suit charges that United Development 
Co. is responsible for leaky walls, heating system defects, faulty, 
smoke detectors, insufficient hot water, inadequate drainage .and 
insufficient storage at building No. 5, 700 W. Wellington. The own- 
ers also charge that United Development's sales staff used the 
social room of another building as a selling point, but then set 
aside a windowless room half that size as Building No. S's social 
room. United Development officials acknowledged receiving a 
copy of the lawsuit, but declined further comment.

CHARLESTON, S.C. (UPI) - Kim- 


berly Louise Tomes, a blue-eyed 
blonde from Houston, Tex,, donned 
the Miss USA crown Saturday night to 
culminate a pageant marked by com- 
plaints from blacks, feminists and lo- 
cal residents distressed over the cost 
of the event. 


Miss Tomes awakened to breakfast 


in bed Sunday morning after getting 
just a few hours' sleep and told re- 
porters she was "still in shock." 


"It feels good, but it hasn't really 


hit me yet," she said. 


The pageant came under criticism 


from the National Organization of 
Women, which called it degrading to 
women. Miss Tomes said it was 
"showing yourself, not flaunting your- 
self." 


"WE WANT TO enter a pageant, so 


they shouldn't put us down for-what 
we want to do because we don't put 
them down for their beliefs," she 
said. 


NOW held a mock beauty pageant 


for men Friday night, but there was 
no hint of protest Saturday night. 


Blacks also objected to the pageant 


because there were no black con- 
testants, but pageant officials said 
they had no control over the girls 
picked by state pageant committees. 


Miss Tomes, a 21-year-old Texas A 


& M University senior, got to bed 
around 3:45 a.m. Sunday after besting 
50 other young women for the Miss 
USA title. 


The 5-foot-8-inch woman, whose 


measurements are'36-24-36, appeared 
in a stunning black .and sequined 
Texas Ranger outfit at the beginning 
•of Saturday night's activities. 


SHE WON THE right to represent 


the United States in next month's 
Miss Universe Pageant in Santo Do- 
mingo.

Early hooker war battles 
have Kansas City yawning 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - The 


city needs citizen volunteers in its 
war 
on prostitution, the 
mayor 


claims, but his pleas have prompted 
only apathy from citizens and wrath 
from hookers. 


Mayor Charles B. Wheeler Jr. had 


an "army" of four men and two wom- 
en Sunday for his declared war on 
prostitution, and those six didn't know 
what to do. 


"To tell you the truth, this volunteer 


thing has fizzled so far," said one city 
hall worker. "I mean, if the army 
doesn't start growing soon, we may 
have to rely on the draft." 


THE SIX WHO have called a city 


switchboard to volunteer have been 
told simply to wait until notified what 
their part in the war will be. 


•"We want to splash this all over the 


tube and in the papers," the official 
said. "That's the game plan — get the 
hookers off the street with publicity." 


The first skirmishes in die prostitu- 


tion war resulted in the arrest — 
twice — of the leader of the Kansas 
City chapter of the hookers' group 
COYOTE. 


Ocelot, code name for Theresa Anne 


Rowell, 24, was arrested Wednesday 


and Thursday nights for being in the 
downtown area, but she claims she 
was not violating any laws. 


"HAVE THEY thrown the Con- 


stitution of the United States out the 
window in this town?," she asked. 
"You can't declare war on people." 


Ocelot said she was not downtown 


to work but to monitor the first night 
of the "war." It cost her a $100 bond 
to get out of jail. 


The second night she was picketing 


the area, carrying a sign that read: 
"Here I am. Stone me, those among 
you 
have not 
sinned." She was 


arrested again, and another $100 bond 
was needed. 


Ocelot said she's planning meetings 


with members of COYOTE — which 
stands for Call Off Your Old Tired 
Ethics — and feminist leaders to rally 
opposition to the wholesale roundups 
of women, and to what she calls "vig- 
ilante groups" proposed by the may- 
or. 


Wheeler's crackdown was prompted 


by complaints from convention vis- 
itors that hookers were so thick near 
Bartle Exposition hall they con- 
stituted a menace that could hurt 
tourism.

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Study urges police restrain firearm use 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Big city 


police use firearms with more re- 
straint nowadays but still need clear 
directives to shoot only in self-defense 
or in defense of others, the Police 
Foundation said Sunday. 


A foundation study of police shoot- 


ings in seven cities showed widely 
varying local policies on use of deadly 
force, and said police are seldom pun- 
ished when they shoot someone. 


"Most shootings are called 'justi- 


fied' by departments and very few 
are referred for criminal charges," 


the foundation said in a summary ac- 
companying Its 185 page report. 


"WHEN AN officer is formally 


charged . . . juries generally do not 
convict," it said, and departmental 
discipline rarely exceeds a repri- 
mand. 


Nonetheless, 
Police 
Foundation 


President^ Patrick Murphy said, in a 
preface' to the report, "There is a 
clear national trend among police to- 
ward establishing restraint in the use 
of firearms. 


"The important thing now for these 


who affect policing is 'to accelerate 
the process of developing written, 
more carefully defined standards for 
the use of firearms and by stronger 


The foundation report said all seven 


cities studied authorize police to fire 
in self-defense and to shoot fleeing fel- 
ons. Beyond that, policy varies. 


It recommended forbidding the use 


of "warning shots" — a ban already 
in effect in the cities studied — and 
eliminating snap decisions on whether 
a felony has been committed. 


POLICE, IT said, should be allowed 


"to draw ... a weapon only if there is 
reason to fear' for personal safety or 
the safety of others ... 


"In fact, the trend in most large 


cities seems to be toward limiting the 
use of deadly force to situations in- 
volving self-defense, the defense of 
others and the apprehension of sus- 
pects in violent or potentially deadly 
felonies." 


.The report said police departments 


should adopt clearer policies after 
systematic analysis of shootings in- 


stead of issuing conflicting policy di- 
rectives willy-nilly. 


It gave this breakdown of police 


shootings studied in 1973-74:

After excluding some shootings for 


various reasons, the investigators 
ranked Portland, with 1.8 shootings 
per 1,000 population, lowest in per ca- 
pita police shootings. 


Next was Oakland with 2; Birming- 


ham and Indianapolis, 2.1 each; Kan- 
sas City 2.6; Detroit 4, and Washing- 
ton 4.1. 


Nixon goes on defensive 
in third Frost interview 


RICHARD NIXON 


NEW YORK (UPI) - In his third 


interview with David Frost, Richard 
Nixon defends his alleged abuses of 
presidential power as "necessary ... 
to strengthen his diplomatic hand — 
particularly his efforts to end the war 
in Vietnam," Newsweek magazine 
Sdid Sunday. 


The alleged abuses 
discussed, 


Newsweek said, include the adminis- 
tration's "enemies" list and the 
break-in by the White House "plumb- 
ers" at the office of Daniel Ellsberg's 
psychiatrist. 


The magazine quoted Nixon as say- 


ing: "I knew that to get the enemy to 
take us seriously abroad, I had to 
have enough support at home. They 
could not feel that they could win in 
Washington what they could not get on 
the battlefield." 


THE THIRD OF the series of inter- 


views, for which Frost paid Nixon 
$600,000, is scheduled for broadcast 
Thursday. 


"This week he (Nixon) is back on 


the 
defensive," Newsweek said. 


"What emerges is Nixon's chilling no- 
tion of all-but-unlimited presidential 
power as long as it serves the national 
interest." 


The magazine, said Nixon denies ad- 


vance knowledge of the break-in at 
the office of Ellsberg's psychiatrist 
"but acknowledges that the unit was 
waging a politically motivated cam- 
paign against dissent." 


According to the magazine, "Rather 


than win over his opponents, Frost 
says Nixon tried to disable and dis- 
credit them" by approving a plan to 
spy on dissidents and attempts to use 
the IRS to harass opponents of the 
Vietnam war. 


"Ah, you can make that charge..." 


Nixon is quoted as replying, "and 
you should, because a lot of your con- 
stituency in the media do think that. 
But they're wrong. 
/• 


"In my view, I had a responsibility 


which was, above everything else, to 
bring that war to the earliest possible 
conclusion." 


30 reported injured 
3 lolled in Baltimore hotel fire 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - At least three persons died 


and 30 were injured Sunday when fire raged out of 
control for four hours in a four-story downtown hotel 
used mainly as a residence for transients and elderly 
people. 


Police searched through the debris for additional bod- 


ies and clues as to the cause of the fire. They said 15 of 
the 75 guests registered at the New Sherwood Hotel 
were unaccounted for, but several of them may not 
nave been there at the time of the fire. 


Thirteen of those injured were firefighters. Most of 


the 30 injured were taken to Mercy Hospital and Mary- 
land General Hospital, where they were treated for 
smoke inhalation and minor injuries and then released. 


SEVERAL PERSONS were injured when they jumped 


from the upper stories of the building to escape the in- 
tense flames. 


"This is one of the worst fires I've ever seen in- 


volving people," said one fire official. "I've seen bigger 
fires, but thi>: wasn't like a lumber yard fire because 
the life hazard was involved." 


Another firefighter said, "The flames just burst out of 


each window. At times it would come out of one win- 
dow, and then burst out through another window. 


Flames were laping over the top of the roof." 


State police said the victims have been identified as 


George Miller, 45, a merchant seaman who was found 
on the first floor lobby; Joseph Rosen, 77, a long-time 
resident of the hotel; and Margaret Pennington, 64, of 
Arizona. Rosen and Pennington were found on the 
fourth floor of the building, which is several decades 
old. 


A POLICEMAN WHO arrived at the scene shortly 


after 7 a.m. said the flames were coming out of the first 
floor windows and shooting out the doors. 


"I saw three or four persons jumping from the win- 


dows on the fourth floor," said police officer Michael 
Callahan. 


A firelighter said that they rescued the residents

one person jumped." 


The cause of the fire, which started in the lobby on 


the first floor, was under investigation. 


One fire official said, "The fire spread so rapidly 


because of the open construction — the open hallways 
and the open rooms and the open stairwells." 


More than 150 firefighters battled the blaze, which 


began shortly before 7 a.m. and raged out of control for 
four hours.

Proposed saccharin ban irks public 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)—Two-thirds 


of the public is getting tired of the 
government saving "everything they 
ate is bad for then- health," according 
to a survey conducted for a pro-sac- 
charin group. 


The Calorie Control Council, a trade 


group for diet food and drink manu- 
facturers, hired the research division 
of Hill and Knowlton Inc., to test pub- 
lic sentiment to the Food and Drug 
Administration's proposed restrictions 
on saccharin. 


The April 21-May 1 telephone survey 


of 658 adults aged 18 through 59 
showed "69'per cent said they were 
getting tired of the government saying 
everything they ate is bad for their 
health." 


BUT 82 PER CENT of those sur- 


veyed feel the government has acted 
correctly in trying to protect citizens 
from health hazards, the council said. 
In addition, 84 per cent also said the 
"government must protect citizens 
from big business interests." 


Survey findings included: 


• 32 per cent believe saccharin is 


safe when taken without any restric- 
tions and 56 per cent believe saccha- 
rin Is safe when taken "in moderation 
with caution." 


• 75 per cent believe the govern- 


ment is acting inconsistently to pro- 


' pose a ban on saccharin as a food ad- 
ditive but to permit its use as an over- 
the-counter drug. 


• 67 per cent said they do not be- 


lieve saccharin is dangerous to their 
health. 


• 80 per cent feel, in the case of 


saccharin, the government acted be- 
fore it had enough evidence and 64 
per cent felt more research should 
have been done. 


Respondents were chosen from a 


national probability sample of tele- 
phone numbers generated to include 
unlisted and recently listed numbers, 
the survey said. The poll was weigh- 
ted toward women respondents, it 
said, because women "are the princi- 
pal purchasers of food and beverage 
products." 


Kuwait oil chief denies ceiling 


KUWAIT {UPI) - The Kuw.ait oil 


minister has denied a report that 11 
members of the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries have de- 
cided to forego an additional 5 per 
cent oil price increase planned for 
July, newspapers said-Sunday. 


"No such decision has been taken," 


the newspapers quoted Oil Minister 
Abdel Muttaleb al Kazemi's as com- 
menting on the price increase report. 
"Consultations to end the two-level 
price system in OPEC are continuing, 
and Kuwait will abide by any collec- 
tive OPEC decision." 


The weekly Middle East Economic 


Survey, an authoritative oil industry 
newsletter, reported Friday that the 
11 Opec members — including Kuwait 
— had decided to drop the planned 5 
per cent price increase and freeze 
their prices. It said the decision would 
be announced formally May 20. The 11 
members imposed a 10 per cent price 
increase hi January. 


SAUDI ARABIA and the United 


Arab Emirates broke ranks with the 


OPEC majority, approving an In- 
crease of only 5 per cent for all of 
1977 when the other 11 member-coun- 
tries decided on io per cent for the 
first half of the year and another 5 
per cent for the second half. 


The Economic Survey, which is of- 


ten in contact with Saudi Arabian Oil 
Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani and 
other top Arab oil officials, quoted 
"OPEC sources" for its report. 


Oil industry sources said Kazemi!s 


comment could merely be a formal 
denial before the official announce- 
ment of the decision. 


The reported decision to drop the 5 


per cent increase appeared to open 
the way to a possible compromise 'on 
prices with Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates. 


The Economic Survey said "Saudi 


Arabia is understood to regard the 
gesture by the 11 as a positive step 
that could help toward resolving the 
price split and restoring the unity of 
OPEC."

CARBONDALE, III. (UPI) - Some 


groups are making too much of the 
influence of television violence on 
children, two educational researchers 
have reported. 


Education professors Charles Kla- 


sek and Nacy Quisenberry at South- 
ern Illinois University, said their find- 
ings in a two-year study involving 341 
families with fourth, fifth and sixth 
grade children seem to contradict the 
popular belief that television violence 
has a big impact on children. 


"There just hasn't been enough re- 


search done to indicate television has 
the profound effect on children that 
many people are claiming it has," 
Klasek said. 


"ONE THING our studies and oth- 


ers have shown is that TV does affect 
those kids who are already prone to 
violence — maybe 20 per cent of the 
children who watch television," he 
said. 


But identifying the violence-prone 


children is a difficult job and that is 
where the research emphasis needs to 
be, Klasek said. 


Klasek, however, praised the na- 


tional PTA and other organizations 
for their concern about television vio- 
lence. The National PTA recently an- 
nounced a campaign to pressure the 
networks to cut down on unnecessary 
violence in their programs. 


In the test at nearby Marion, 111,, all 


the families recorded their television 
viewing habits on a daily basis. 


SOME CONCLUSIONS of the 
re- 


searchers: 


—Television viewing doesn't hurt 


school achievement appreciably, nor 
does it help much. 


—The "family viewing hour" con- 


cept is nearly pointless; many chil- 
dren regularly watch television well 
into the late night or early morning 
hours. 


—Criticism that television interferes 


with religious beliefs appears un- 
founded. 


—Parents do care about what their 


children watch and are more sensitive 
to the effects of television on their 


children than many groups think. 


MRS. QUISENBERRY said watch-, 


ing television appears to have had a 
slightly positive effect 
on school 


achievement up until about 10 p.m. 
but that achievement goes downhill 
fast with viewing after that hour. 


"So it appears it is not how much 


you watch, but rather how late you 
watch that maters when it comes to 
school achievement," she said. 


The two researchers have con- 


ducted workshops on television view- 
ing for parents and teachers in Illinois 
and elsewhere and will be part of a 
Pennsylvania State University re- 
search team scheduled to conduct a 
national research project on the ef- 
fects of television on children.

Former U of C chief Hutchins dies 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. (UPI) - 


Robert Hutchins, president and later 
chancellor of the University of Chi- 
cago for 22 years and founder of the 
Center for the Study of Democratic 


Institutions, is dead at the age of 
78. 


Hutchins died Saturday night at Cot- 


tage Hospital after a long illness. Fu- 
neral arrangements were not imme- 
diately disclosed.

Porn film suspects 
nabbed by police 


Police have arrested two men on charges they used two 14-year- 


old boys in a pornographic movie slated for nationwide dis- 
tribution. David J. Berta, 32, and John Bell, 19, both of Chicago, 
were arrested Saturday and charged with taking indecent liberties 
with a child. Police, who conducted a three-month investigation 
into child pornography and prostitution, said the movie was the 
first of Its kind known to have been filmed in Chicago. 


Police said Bell and the two 14-year-old boys were filmed in the 


movie, and Berta had sex with one of the boys on another occa- 
sion. Berta and Bell shot four rolls of 8mm film last month and 
gave them to an undercover agent, police said, who had assured 
them he had syndicate connections and could easily process the 
film. The two men told the undercover agent they wanted to sell 
2.000 copies of the film for $50 each across the nation, police said. 
Police said Berta was arrested early Saturday while filming a 
second pornographic movie in a rented room. Bell, who officers 
said worked as a go-go dancer, was arrested Saturday night. 


County jail inmate escapes 


James Watson, 22, a Cook County Jail inmate awaiting extra- 


dition to Berrien County, Mich., escaped Sunday from Cook County 
Hospital where he was being examined for a possible back ail- 
ment. Watson, who was taken to the hospital for x-rays after 
complaining of back pain, was arrested last Wednesday in Chicago 
on a $230,000 fugitive warrant charging him with escaping from 
the Berrien County Jail. Watson was under guard while the x-rays 
were being taken, but bolted from the room and fled down the 
opposite end of the corridor from where the guard was stationed. 
Watson was believed to be wearing handcuffs at the time of his 
escape, Costellosaid. 


Illinois briefs 


Fraternity hit with 
cruelty to pig fine 


A $100 fine has been levied against a University of Illinois Fra- 


ternity for cruelty to a pig that was tortured and drowned March 5 
during a fraternity ritual. Phi Gamma Delta fraternity pleaded 
guilty in return for dismissal of charges against two of its mem- 
bers, Patrick Pedersen, 20, Elmhurst, and Michael Cleary, 19, 
Gridley. The Incident occurred before the Phi Gamma Delta an- 
nual alumni banquet, but the fraternity denied the pig was killed 
as part of a secret initiation rite. Pedersen and Cleary pleaded 
Innocent to charges they kicked and dragged the young pig before 
drowning it in a waste bin. 


Nation blinded to sins 
of Watergate: Weicker 


NORWICH, Conn. (UPI) - Sen. 


Lowell Weicker, R-Conn., Sunday 
called public interest In Richard Ni- 
xon's televised Watergate interview 
"gosslp-mongering" and a "morbid 
fascination with the carcass of a dead 
scandal." 


"Today, while so many are watch- 


ing Richard Nixon and savoring their 
warmed-over indignation, the abuses 
which he committed continue to be 
committed by our government," Wei- 
cker said. 


In a commencement address at 


Mohegan Community College, Wet- 
c k e r also said Americans had 
"blinded themselves to the sins of Wa- 
tergate." 


The American people before and 


during the Watergate scandal, Wel: 
cker said, failed to "disapprove of 


IRS abuses, wiretaps, break-ins and 
all the other violations of civil rights 
as long as those actions kept our 
cities quiet, our universities serene, 
our radicals submerged and our stock 
markets steady." 


He said Nixon's recent televised in- 


terview with David Frost about the 
Watergate scandal had produced noth- 
ing new and was "simply beside the 
point. 


1 Mr. Nixon was not the issue then, 


and he is not the issue now," Weicker 
said. "The Issue is whether we as a 
people shall be content to delude our- 
selves that by this kind of sick self- 
indulgence, this 
gossip-mongering, 


this morbid fascination with the car- 
vass of a dead scandal, we have met 
our civic responsibilities as partici- 
pants in the democratic adventure." 


At the time of his death Hutchins 


still was serving as chief executive of- 
ficer of the fund for the Republic, Inc., 
the organization that established and 
operated the center. 


The broad, philosophical attitude of 


the controversial Hutohins toward 
higher education has been an in- 
fluence on American education for 
nearly SO years. He himself never wa- 
vered in his belief that the accumula- 
tive writings of man were the key to a 
democratic society. 


THE SON OF a theology professor, 


Hutchins was born in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
Jan. 17,1899. 


He served in Italy in World Wai11 to 


the U.S. ambulance service. After the 
war he attended Yale and graduated 
to 1921. 


He taught at Yale from 1925 to 1927, 


became a full professor and acting 
dean of the law school to 1927, and 
dean in 1928. 


In 
1929 Hutchins was 
chosen 


president of the University of Chi- 
cago. It was there that he put into 
practice sweeping changes in the 
school's curriculum that stall influence 
American education. 


Hutchins believed that the primary 


problems facing Americans were of a 
moral, intellectual, and spiritual na- 
ture. He believed the university could 
alleviate these by discovering the 
philosophical principles governing the 
national and social worlds and the 
cultivation of the student's intellect to 
enable him to grasp them 


HE ALSO believed that American 


education was drifting into over- 
specialization. To counter this, he of- 
fered undergraduates a broad educa- 
tion designed to teach broad, philo- 
sophical ideas. To carry this out, he 
developed the "Chicago Plan" — 
reorganizing the curriculum of the 
school around the "great ideas" of 
man as seen in classical writing. He 
encouraged students to move at as 
fast a pace as possible. 


A student could enter Chicago after 


his sophomore year in high school, 
with the program ending at the end of 
the traditional sophomore year of col- 
lege. 


Hutchins restructured the rest of 


• the university proper into four divi- 


sions: the humanities, the social sci- 
ences, the biological science and the 
physical sciences He urged the pro- 
fessional schools to stress fundamen- 
tal principles rather than narrow pro- 
fessional techniques. 


HE ALSO BELIEVED that college 


should not emphasize athletics; and 
dropped intercollegiate 
football at 


Chicago in 1939 — an action that gen- 
erated severe criticism from alumni. 


In 1945 he moved from president of 


the university to chancellor 


Hutohins' tenure at the University 


of Chicago was filled with con- 
troversy. Many faculty members dis- 
liked his educational policies. His oc- 
casionally hostile and caustic manner 
alienated not only faculty members 
but also wealthy donors. A dedicated 
advocate of civil rights, Hutchins 
could not persuade his own board and 
those responsible for the politics of 
Chicago to rebuild the city's slums 
which were blighting the university. 


When he left the university in 1951, 


he served as an associate director of 
the Ford Foundation until 1954, when 
he became president of the Fund for 
the Republic, created by the Ford 
Foundation. 


FROM 1959 TO 1974, he was presi- 


dent of the Center for the Study of 
Democratic Institutions in Santa Bar- 
bara He became a life senior fellow 
of the organization in 1974. 


Hutehins had great faith in the 


Fund for the Republic and the Center 
for the Study of Democratic In- 
stitutions, through which he hoped to 
helo shape a democratic society by 
supporting basic thinking and dialog 
among scholars 


He also served as editor in chief of 


Encyclopaedia 
Britannica's 
Great 


Books of the Western World. 


In addition, he published many 


books, including "The Higher Learn- 
ing in America," "The University of 
Utopia," "Tht Conflict in Education," 
and "The Learning Society."

Taxi regulation plans meet opposition from trustees 


A proposal to limit the number of 


t a x i c a b s operating in Arlington 
Heights has met with opposition from 
trustees reviewing the village's taxi 
regulations. 


The proposal, drafted by the village 


administration with the backing of the 
two local taxicab companies, would 
restrict the number of taxi licenses to 
30 and regulate fares in an attempt to 
give the village better control over 
taxi service. Currently, the village 
does not limit taxi licenses but does 


set rates. 


Two of the three trustees review- 


ing the village's taxi regulations say 
they favor competition. 


"It seems to me that oen problem 


in cities where you have limitations 
is that it leads to lousy service,"

82,500 and now it stands at 70,987. 
Most of the growth not anticipated by 
Rockwell occurred north of Thomas 
Street and south of Central Road. 


The miscalculations for population 


growth made Rockwell's section on 
schools totally unrealistic. 


In 1952, Arlington Heights had two 


elementary schools, a junior high 
school and Arlington High School. The 
Rockwell plan recommended the ac- 
quisition of property for another ele- 
mentary school and "further study" 
on expanding

boom, however, it became necessary 
to construct 16 elementary schools 
and four junior high schools.

GM chief slaps at 
gas-guzzler tax 


Thomas Murphy, chairman of the board oC General Motors 


Corp., said Sunday President Carter's proposed tax on gas-guzzl- 
ing autos is "a redundant law" that would discriminate against the 
American family. He said the nation's No. 1 auto maker will lobby 
in Congress and with the public against the plan, under which 
purchasers of fuel-efficient cars would get rebates and buyers of 
big, gas-wasting cars would be taxed. Jf Congress would relax 
future clean air standards on cars, current law would make the 
President's proposal unnecessary, he argued. 


"W.e are not supporting the tax rebate program," Murphy said. 


"We think it's a redundant law. We think it would be a dis- 
criminatory tax on the American family. He said 23 per cent of 
American families have five or more members and need larger 
cars which might not get high mileage. He also opposed granting 
rebates for high mileage imported cars, because it would give "an 
artificial advantage to foreign producers." 


Murphy said a law passed by Congress in 1975 already requires 


the auto industry to manufacture cars getting a minimum of 18 
miles per gallon in 1978 and, by 1985, a minimum of 27.5 miles per 
gallon. 


Proxjuire fights military customs 


S«n. William Proxmire said Sunday he plans to sponsor an 


amendment changing military customs, regulations and laws that 
prevent women from holding many noncombat jobs such as mis- 
sile launch control officers. "While there are two laws prohibiting 
women from engaging in combat, the miliary services have ex- 
tended this prohibition to cover many other noncombat duties," 
the Wisconsin Democrat said in a statement. 


Only "outright discrimination" prevents women from assign- 


ment as missile launch control officers, he said. Proxmire said he 
wants to add his amendment to the fiscal 1978 military procure- 
ment authorization bill.

Jap radicals protest U.S. bases 


Some 7,500 student radicals and farmers turned out Sunday de- 


spite pouring rains to demand removal of American military bases 
on Okinawa and protest the planned opening of Tokyo's new inter- 
national airport. Police reported the arrest of eight students for 
obstructing police but said there was no major violence. 


On Okinawa, police arrested two young radicals who broke into 


the U.S. Kadena Air Base in an automobile and drove about the 
compound, waving lighted smoke flares. Police said the radicals, 
one of them a woman college student, demanded the removal of 
U.S. and Japanese military bases on Okinawa, a Japanese prov-' 
ince and the site of a major battle between Japanese and Ameri- 
can forces in World War II. 


In the Oklnawan capital of Naha, five landowners filed a suit 


with the district court Sunday demanding the return to their land 
leased as military bases. Demonstrators in Tokyo were protesting 
both the military bases on Okinawa and the planned opening of the 
new international airport at Narita, 44 miles northeast of Tokyo. 


Spanish cops battle demonstrators 


Spanish riot police firing smoke flares and rubber bullets Sunday 


battled thousands of pro-amnesty demonstrators in the Basque 
capital of Bilbao in a new flareup of violence that killed two 
persons Saturday. The police, angered by the taunts of the protes- 
ters, shot up Basque 'Nationalist flags draped in mourning for the 
'deaths of five persons in four days of unrest last week. Basque 
labor unions called a general strike for Monday and accused the 
government of Premier Adolfo Suarez of restoring to "armed repr- 
ession" while preaching democracy. Thousands of persons de- 
manding the release of Spain's few remaining political prisoners 
staged sit-ins and hunger strikes In churches and townhalls of 24 
Basque towns. 


Copter, plane collide in England 


A sightseeing helicopter collided with a biplane above the main 


runway at England's Biggin Hill air show Sunday in an accident 
that killed five persons, including a child. Thousands of spectators 
saw the accident. All the victims were aboard the helicopter. Wit- 
nesses told police the helicopter lifted off the runway into the 
landing path of a Tiger Moth biplane carrying two persons. 


The helicopter struck the underside of the biplane at an altitude 


of 200 feet and plunged back onto the runway. The biplane, its 
undercarriage sheared away, managed' to land safely. Its occu- 
pants suffered only shock. A spokesman at nearby Bromley hospi- 
tal said one survivors from the helicopter was bedng treated for 
fractures. The five dead Included three men, t woman and a child. 


UAW local urges curb 
on sale of auto imports 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 1.4 


million-member United Auto Workers 
opened its 25th Constitutional Con- 
vention Sunday with a call By a union 
local to curb the sale of imported au- 
tomobiles in this country. 


The resolution submitted by mem- 


bers of UAW Local 699 in Saginaw, 
Mich., home of a massive General 
Motors Corp. complex, was one of 
more than 700 facing the 3,000 dele- 
gates at the five-day meeting. 


It asked for a SO per cent import tax 


any time foreign models account for 
more than one-half million sales in 
this country. Local 160, representing 
workers at the GM Chevrolet Engi- 
neering section in Warren, Mich., in- 
troduced a similar resolution.

The question of imports is expected 


to be a major convention topic because 
they accounted for one of every five 
new car sales, in this country in April 
and President Carter's plan to offer 
cash rebates on smal, fuel-efficient 
models could spur even greater sales.

to China after Ms retirement following 
years in the labor movement, al- 
ready has said he will battle the Pres- 
ident's energy conservation proposal.

The red-haired firefighter wiped 


the sweat from his face and 
slapped a few pots down on a 
neatly set picnic bench in the fire- 
house dining room. 


"You guys wanna eat?" he yel- 


led. 


In a few minutes five other fire- 


fighters filed in, one belching, the 
others talking shop. 


They seemed to take the feast 


laid out roughly in front of them 
for granted, barely noticing it ex- 
cept to scoop potatoes out of one 
pot or spear a slice of pork roast 
from another. 


EATING WELL Is the norm for 


Wheeling firefighters, with the 
flrehouse cooks' talents rivaling 
mothers' and sometimes even bor- 
dering on high cuisine. 


No TV dinners or beans for 


these men. 


"Pork roast, beef roast, spa- 


ghetti, corned beef and cabbage. 
Occasionally we'll have a casse- 
role," said Mike Proebstle. 


Another cook, Kenny Grandt, 


had fixed stuffed chicken breasts 
on a previous day — although he 
admitted that meal was ex- 
ceptionally fancy. 


WHEN GKANDT joined the fire 


department six years ago, he was 
the only one who knew how to 
cook. 


"Since 
then we've acquired 


quite a few good cooks. There are 
three on this shift who cook — I 
mean, guys who can make it de- 
cent enough to eat," he said, ad- 
ding, "There are some guys who 
can't even boil water." 


Each shift at the fire depart- 


ment works out its own cooking 
arrangements. Firefighters work 
one 24-hour day, then are off two 
days. 


Some shifts, such as Grandt's, 


take turns cooking. In others, 
such as Proebstle's, one person 
performs all the shopping and 
cooking chores. 


ON ALL SHIFTS, those who do 


not cook, clean up after dinner. 


Grundt. a husky, tough-looking 


man. 
learned to cook before he 


joined the fire department. 


"My mother had a restaurant — 


a coffee shop actually — years 
ago in Lake Zurich," he said. He 
helped in the kitchen there and 
later cooked in a few Wheeling 
restaurants, such as the former 
Union Hotel and Wenslauf's. 


"I ENJOY COOKING. I've al- 


ways enjoyed it. I love to eat. 
Can't you tell?" he laughed, look- 
ing down at his slight potbelly. 


As Grandt talked, he checked a

DE MARTINO SAID his abductors 


at one point showed him a newspaper 
article indicating that he was in the 
hands of the armed Proletarian Nu- 
clei, then told him: "Look, we have 
saved your life because we had orders 


to turn you over to them. We knew 
they planned to kill you so we decided 
to keep you ourselves." 


De Martino said the kidnapers put 


him to sleep with chloroform and 
morphine injections after the abduc- 
tion and he had no idea where they 
took him. He said he was tied up and 
blindfolded much of the time but gen- 
erally was treated well. 


A philosophy professor when he is 


not_ engaged in politics, De Martino 
said he was released just outside 
Naples before dawn and phoned his 
family from a bar to let them know 
he was safe and free. 


De Martino's was Italy's first politi- 


cal kidnaping of the year. Thirty-one 
other kidnapings for ransom have tak- 
en place since Jan. 1, but most have 
involved wealthy businessmen or their 
sons.

rocks. 


GLAW'S REMEDY not only failed, 


it got him a ticket from the Rolling 
Meadows Public Works Dept. 


"It was just a warning," Glaw said. 


"He told me I had 48 hours to remove 
the boulders or I'd get a fine." 


An hour after the Glaws received 


their warning the menace was back, 
driving beneath the tree outside the 
Glaws' bedroom window.. 


THE GLAWS. 2809 St. James St., 


say the police know who has been 
driving on their lawn. He is a young 
man from Harrington who is on pro- 
bation, has been caught with open li- 
quor in his car and has knocked down 
some trees with his car at Kimball 
Hill school. 2005 Meadow Dr. 


"The police are trying, but they 


can't do anything until they catch 
him." Glaw said. He said he hasn't 
noticed police petroling the area any 
more than usual, except on nights the 
Glaws call to report the driver has 
been there. 


Glaw removed most of the boulders 


from the parkway and lined them up 
on a diagonal five feet in from the 
street. The area within five feet of the 
curb belongs to the city. 


GLAW LEFT ONE large boulder at 


the foot of his driveway, in violation 
of the law. But the city did not ask 
him to remove it. 


"Everyone on the blcok has boul- 


ders at the end of their driveways," 
Glaw said. "They just came after us 
because we had them all around the 
yard." 


Police Capt. Ralph Evans said the 


city probably ticketed Glaw because 
of the metal spikes that held up some 
of the boulders. 


"U a kid fell and the boulder rolled 


away, he could fall on the spike and it 
could kill him." Evans said. He said if 
someone was hurt on a parkway, the 
city could be sued. 


John Glaw. 28 and Milica, 26, 


bought their house in the usually qui- 
et, tree-lined neighborhood, a year- 
and-a-half ago, and they seem to en- 
joy taking care of it. 


"We try to keep it looking nice, but 


it's really hard when you have idiots 
like this coming around," Glaw said. 


"A FENCE 
AROUND, the yard 


•would really look bad," Mrs. Glaw 
said, "and besides it would be ex- 
pensive." 


Glaw, a research technician for 


Borg Warner, said he has written to 
Mayor Roland J. Meyer and Glaw's 
second Ward Alderman, Billy K. 
McMinn, asking them to install higher 
curbs in the neighborhood. 


"I told him that if they don't I'll put 


railroad ties all around the yard five 
feet in," he said. 


McMinn said the city has been re- 


placing broken curbs with higher ones. 
He said that though Glaws' curb is in 
good shape, it should be replaced. 


"I wrote a letter to the city man- 


ager last week and said that he 
(Glaw) has a corner lot and it de- 
s e r v e s s e r i o u s consideration," 
McMinn said. 


McMINN CALLED the Glaws' prob- 


lem a "serious thing" that has been 
going on for years. 


Aid. William Ahrens, 2nd, men- 


tioned the Claws' problem more than 
two weeks ago at a city council meet- 
ing. He said he has not heard if any- 
thing has been done for the couple. 


"What bothers me is that lots of 


people have boulders in their park-' 
ways and they don't get tickets," Ah- 
rens said. "I don't know why they 
went after this one guy." 


Glaw things it is ironic that he is 


responsible for maintaining the park- 
way, but can do nothing to protect it. 
He also says that, even if the police 
catch the vandal, justice won't be 
done. 


"All he'll get is a ticket for reckless 


driving," he said. "The rest is up to 
us; we'd have to sue him and take 
him to court and that costs money." 


Mrs. Glaw agreed. "If you're a vic- 


tim, forget it."

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Teachers for hire: job plight worsens 


One sells life Insurance. Another 


has made parenthood a full-time job. 
A third works as a postal clerk during 
the day and malls out resumes at 
night. 


They are certified teachers who 


have not been able to find jobs in the 
classroom. They are victims of a na- 
tionwide surplus, one that may reach 
1.7 million by 1980, according to Hu- 
man Behavior maagzine. 


Other reports project a surplus of 


150,000 teachers by 1980. That esti- 
mate by the U.S. Dept. of Health, 
Eduaction and Welfare, does not in- 
clude persons who are qualified to 
teach but who have chosen to go into 
other job fields. 


Another factor in the surplus statis- 


tics is teacher turnover. It has been 
severely reduced, school personnel di- 
rectors said, because teachers are af- 


raid to risk their seniority in one dis- 
trict by taking a position, in another. 


THIS SPRING, college graduates 


looking for teaching jobs will be 
joined by many experienced teachers 
who were dismissed by their scopl 
districts because of declining enroll- 
ment or program cuts. 


Area teachers and recent college 


graduates 
find themselves in the 


same depressing situation. But there 


is no typical unemployed teacher, as 
different circumstances affect each 
one's job search. 


These factors include the appli- 


cant's background, willingness to relo- 
cate, commitment to teaching and, 
most important, an ability to adjust to 
the tight job market. 


"I'M IN NO hurry because "the 


teachnig field is so full I'm not ex- 
pecting to get a job for this Septem- 


ber," said Rim Duffin, an elementary 
education major at Northern Illinois 
University, Dekalb. "I don't know 
where to apply or where I'd go." 


At 31, Michael McNamara is not a 


typical beginning teacher, and for 
that reason he is very definite about 
his future following his graduation in 
secondary education from NIU. 


"I can't afford to take a job that 


might be puled away," he said. "I 
don't have the choice that people who 
graduate at 21 or 22 do, so I better get 
something I can stick with." 


McNAMARA SAID he rather would 


take a secure sales job than choose a 
teaching position that might be elimi- 
nated in one or two years. 


"If two jobs came up — one teach- 


ing, one sales — I'd take sales," he 
said. "I want room for growth. With a 
blue-chip company, even as an aver- 
age salesman, I could make more 
money than I would at the top of 
teaching. I've , got to worry about 
something that offers security." 


For Ginger Carbonetti, an NIU ele- 


mentary and special education major, 
the job hunt is finished. She has 
signed a contract to teach in a one- 
room school on a Wyoming ranch. 


"I'll have coyotes outside my back 


door and thousands and thousands of 
acres," she said. "There's no tele- 
phone, but I will have a two-way radio 
and two TV channels." 


HER WILLINGNESS to take a job 


far away from home made it easier to 
find the position, she said. 


"My friends in Chicago looking for 


jobs are just really down," she said. 


"And if they are offered a job, they 


don't think the pay is enough." 


ROBERT CUDNEY, assistant superintendent 
for personnal services in High School Dist. 
214, leafs through some of the applications 
hs has received for teaching jobs in the dis- 


trict. Though the number of applications is 
down slightly this year, Cudney said he still 
expects to have 10 to 
15 candidates for 


each teaching position. Several personnel di- 


rectors said they are sympathetic about the 
tight job market, but are happy to have the 
large pool •from which to choose the best 
available teaching talent. 


For teachers who have been re- 


leased from their jobs for next year, 
morale is a major problem. They 
must continue devoting'time to teach- 
ing, but also face a riustrating search 
for another position. 


Gregory Tipps and Mark Hengesh, 


both music teachers at Schaumburg 
High School, are in a typical situation 
as first-year probationary teachers. 
They are waiting to be notified wheth- 
er a tenured teacher on leave plans 
to return to the school. 


"IF HE DOEN'T come back, we 


both have our jobs," Tipps said. "If 
he does, we don't know which one 
leaves." 


Though she is tenured, music teach- 


er Linda Flowers lost her job at 
Mount Prospect's Euclid School be- 
cause declining enrollment reduced 
the need for teachers in River Trails 
Dist. 26. 


She said she has decided to spend 


some time teaching music privately 
while she and her husband decide 
what to do next. 


SALLY ROE, a first-year home eco- 


nomics teacher 
at 
Fremd High 


School, Palatine, must confine her job 
hunt to the Northwest suburbs be- 
cause her children are in school here. 


Mrs. Roe was hired in Fremd's 


HERO (Home Economics Related Oc- 
cupations) program because enroll- 
ment increased this year. She said 
she won't know if she has the same 
job next year until students complete 
their scheduling. 


"I'm trying to keep my morale up," 


she said. "It's not the easiest thing to 
go through when you feel you've done 
a good job." 


Varied talents net teachers jobs

terns, he said, unless they have 
unique qualifications. 


"Nowadays, everybody's creden- 


tials look good, but when I have a va- 
cancy, I look at our subs and aides to 
see who's best suited for the job," 
Weaver said. "It takes the guesswork 
out of employment because the teach- 
ers have already done an internship 
with us." 


Cudney said prospective teachers 


have a more realistic attitude about 
the tight job market and seem more 
resigned to a nonteaching career. 


"In 1971-72, when the surplus start- 


ed, there was a great deal of hostility. 
^Kids were mad as hell. They'd say, 'I 
spent all that money and four years to 
be a teacher — they owe me a job!' " 
Cudney said. "Now they know they 
might have to suffer, substitute or 
work as an aide. But if they really 
want to be teachers and pay the price, 
they will succeed." 


Career alternatives draw 
on education ability, skill 


September is the cnielest month for 


out-of-work teachers, many of whom 
believe their job possibilities grind to 
a halt once the school year begins. 


But alternative careers exist for 


teachers, college placement directors 
say. because teachers have a wide 
range of marketable skills making it 
easy for them to step into new occu- 
pations. 


Because teacher supply is far ahead 


of teacher demand — with the surplus 
expected to continue well into the 
1980s — colleges and other organiza- 
tions are beginning to advise prospec- 
tive and out-of-work teachers to con- 
sider looking outside the classroom 
for jobs. 


"Historically, colleges of education 


have had to train about 33 per cent 
more teachers than are needed to fill 
positions," said James Hill, dean of 
the college of education at Northern 
Illinois University, DeKalb. "A lot of 
education majors use a teaching de- 
gree as an entry to other jobs, such as 
elementary textbook publishing." 


BECAUSE THERE always will be a 


need for gifted teachers, and because 
other careers are open to teachers, lo- 
cal colleges haven't placed limits on 
enrollment in their education pro- 
grams. 


In many cases, the light job market 


has done the cutting back for them. 


"We haven't restricted enrollment, 


but we have tried to paint an honest 
picture of the job situation, which stu- 
dents keep track of pretty well," Hill 
said. "The college also initiated a 
very strong counseling service to 
make sure no one comes here not 
fully understanding it's gonna be 
tough." 


Enrollment in NIU's elementary, 


secondary and special education pro- 
grams has dropped between 55 and 60 
per cent since 1972, from 2,400 then to 
about 1,100 this year, Hill said. 


AT EVANSTON'S National College 


of Education, a school for elementary 
level teachers only, enrollment has re- 
mained fairly stable at about 2,100, 
placement director Robert Hartman 
said. 


"The freshman class is growing 


modestly, which is one of the things 
colleges look at (to assess enrollment 
trends)," he said. "We think we're 
getting a good selection of students 
who know the job situation when they 
come here." 


National College placement person- 


nel will work with individuals to find 


alternative jobs, Hartman said, but 
"we are so immersed to teacher edu- 
cation that we view alternatives as an 
aberration." 


HARTMAN SAID he would not re- 


lease employment figures for National 
College graduates, because "you nev- 
er know what circumstances led to 
the nonplacement. We think it's a 
good percentage." 


Hill said about 60 per cent of NIU's 


education majors find jobs ad teach- 
ers. NIU placement director Cornelius 
Patterson said prospective teachers 
were introduced to alternative careers 
at a workshop last fall. 


The purpose of the workshop was to 


help students make themselves more 
"salable" on the job market, to ex- 
pose them to persons from related ca- 
reers and to encourage them to devel- 
op contacts outside the classroom who 
might help them find jobs, Patterson 
said. 


"IF YOU ASK what kind of employ- 


ment institutions will hire teachers, 
it's almost everybody." he said. 


NIU officials are studying the possi- 


bility of setting up an undergraduate 
program in education studies de- 
signed for those who are interested in 
education but do not plan to teach, 
said John Johansen, associate dean of 
the college of education. 


NIU officials suggested 
teachers 


consider careers in social agencies, 
publishing, insurance, child care and 
social work if they don't find teaching 
jobs. 


"There's something about education 


that makes teachers marketable in 
p e o p 1 e-oriented fields," Johansen 
said. 


ANDREA CRANE, a special assist- 


ant to the president of National Col- 
leee is making it her job to identify 
those fields, she said. 


"I would like to do a labor market 


survey of greater Chicago, so we can 
find out how well employment needs 
match what we provide," but the 
study has not been financed yet, she 
said. 


Teachers who don't find classroom 


jobs could use their skills to commu- 
nity service work, as personnel direc- 
tors, in editing, newsletters, writing 
reports or research, Ms. Crane said. 


OTHER ALTERNATIVES include 


teaching in adult education programs, 
working ait telephone advice (hotline) 
centers or going into business, she 
said. 


"We feel the need to do an environ- 


mental forecast to prepare students 
for what they will find and what will 
be needed" when they finish college, 
she said. 


T e a c h e r s who are considering 


switching to other.career fields may 
receive employment counseling from 
Jewish Vocational Services, Skokie, 
where vocational counselor 
Claire 


Gertler helps teachers find alternative 
work. 


MRS. GERTLER said the service is 


"mostly for teachers who are already 
teaching, so ttiey can realize they're 
good communicators, organizers and 
coodinators." 


She emphasized teachers don't have 


to "kill the teacher inside them" to 
find satisfying alternative careers. 


"We're extending their options," 


she said. "It's a sympathetic situation 
so they don't feel alone with the prob- 
lem." 


In group discussions led by Mrs. 


Gertler, teachers practice being inter- 
viewed and try to determine their job 
strengths and limitations, she said. 


Former teachers have found fulfill- 


ing work as copywriters, manufac- 
turers' representatives, financial plan- 
ners for banks and admissions office 
clerks at colleges, Mrs. Gertler said. 


"Job 
success means 
answering 


questions not as a person who just 
teaches, but as someone who can also 
do other things," she said, "We try to 
get teachers to recognizei' their own 
good qualities and see they are skilled 
people."

million to the Northwest suburbs 
for road projects. Included in 
the list of projects are several 
areas that have needed attention 
for years. 


In Des Plaines, Lee Street be- 


tween Graceland and Touhy will 
be resurfaced, as will River 
Road between Milwaukee Ave- 
nue and Foundry Road. 


Other projects include resur- 


facing of Northwest Highway 
from Des Plaines to Palatine 
and intersection improvements 
in several locations. Most of the 
projects appear to be well-cho- 
sen to clear up real driving 
problems for the area. 


The Crosstown compromise 


occupies a middle ground be- 
tween those who believe the full 
crosstown is needed and critics 
who believe the present highway 
system is adequate. 


Because it steers that course, 


it is likely that the compromise 


will be opposed by some fac- 
tions, particularly those commu- 
nity groups that have been lob- 
bying against it for years. 


However, the agreement does 


remove the impasse that for 
too long has been allowed to hold 
up $1.5 billion in federal money 
earmarked for the Chicago area. 


In addition to the Crosstown 


and the local improvement proj- 
ects, the federal funds will be 
used for the Franklin Street sub- 
way in Chicago. That project, 
though it will not directly benefit 
the suburbs, will improve mass 
transit in the city, a goal that is 
well worth the funds to be ex- 
pended. 


The benefits of the Crosstown 


compromise are 
widespread. 


Thompson and Chicago Mayor 
Michael Bilandic have served 
their 
constituencies 
well in

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Carter 


administration believes the best way 
to promote a switch to small, fuel-sav- 
ing cars is through tax rebates to buy- 
ers. 


But what about motorists who al- 


ready have small cars? We may need 
some sort of stimulus to keep us from 
switching back to big cars. 


In my case, the strongest incentive 


would be some type of disaster relief. 


FOR THE PAST five years I've 


been driving a small Italian-built MB. 
(The initials stand for Mussolini's Re- 
venge.) 


It gets great gas mileage. Better 


than 35 miles per gallon going to and 
from the repair shop. 


And during the time it is in the re- 


pair shop, it uses hardly any gas at 
all. 


In his energy message to Congress, 


President Carter made no mention of 
the vast amount of fuel saved by cars 
that are constantly laid up for re- 
pairs. This was a serious oversight on 
his part. 


IT IS OBVIOUS that those of us who 


are conserving gasoline in this man- 
ner won't continue to do so in- 
definitely unless the government in- 
cludes us in its compensatory pro- 
gram. 


Eventually, the rapir bills will 


cause us to trade in the car for a new 
one, and not aH small can are as 
structurally and mechanically un- 
sound as mine. 


Some models, I understand, actual- 


ly go fairly long distances between 
trips to the repair shop. But a motor- 
ist can never be sure which type he is 
getting. The new one could be the 
k i n d that requires only routine 
maintenance and thus burns much 
more fuel. 


For this reason, the federal disaster 


relief program should be broadened to 
include lemon aid. Here's how it 
would work: 


WHEN REPAIR bills exceed a cer- 


tain amount during a specified period, 
and when the breakdowns stem from 
a wide variety of malfunctions, the 
car is certified as a lemon. 


Thereafter, the owner becomes eli- 


gible for tax writeoffs for time thecar 
spends with a mechanic. 


The amount of lemon aid a motorist 


is entitled to collect would be easy to 
figure. 


Let's say the car averages 40 miles 


to the gallon, when it runs, and trav- 
els an average of 10,000 miles a year, 
not counting the distance it is towed. 


VERY WELL. Compute the number 


of gallons consumed each year and di- 
vide by 365. That gives you the aver- 
age daily consumption. Then you will 
know exactly bow much gasoline is 
being saved each day the car is in the 
repair shop. 


I estimate that my car's chronic 


disabilities save more fuel than attic 
insulation and storm windows com- 
bined.

Business briefs 
Liquid coal to be 
ready in 10 years 


The coal liquidation industry could be in operation within 1(1 


years but the product will be more expensive than present fuels, 
an expert predicted recently. V. J. Kavlick, Flour Engineers and 
Constructors, Inc., I,os Angeles, told the midyear meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute the coal liquification program can 
be underway "by 1986 or 1987.'' Kavlick warned the cost of con- 
verting coal to liquid fuels will be "substantially higher" than 
current hydrocarbon fuels. He said private companies will need 
government aid in order to make the process commercially viable. 
Government aid, he said, might come in the form of product price 
support, special regulatory treatment investment and operating 
cost subsidies, accelerated depreciation schedules, loan guarantees 
or a combination. "In what manner the many complex uncer- 
tainties are lo be resolved if we are to meet our future energy 
requirements remains to be seen. Hopefully some sort of federal 
guidelines, which can be relied upon for long-term direction, will 
be forthcoming "

Suburban family finance 
in better shape: survey 


More than halt the area families in 


a recent survey say their family in- 
come is higher this year than a year 
ago and 43 per cent say their family 
finances are in better shape this year, 
according to a Continental Bank sur- 
vey. 


The Chicago bank's consumer sur- 


vey of North and Northwest suburban 
families show consumer confidence in 
the area is holding steady despite the 
rising cost of coffee, utility bills and 
taxes. 


But, while the sampling of 750 area 


families shows a slight increase in 
family financial situations, there was 
a decline this year in their optimism 
over business conditions. 


The Continental Consumer Senti- 


ment Index for the second quarter of 
the year is 112, the same level as the 
January survey results. The index 
shows a change in consumer attitudes 
about family finances and the econo- 
my, with January, 1972 results used 
as a base of 100 points. 


"Even though consumers heard bad 


news about prices since January, 
there was concurrent 
reassurance 


that business expansion was improv- 
ing after the severe winter," said Ja- 
nice Ventura, Continental's family 
economics analyst. 


"Various business Indicators, par- 


ticularly a gain in the Gross National 
Product and an increase in real dis- 
posable income, were strong," Ms.

Yields $20 million worth oi gold 
Copper mine has nice by-product 


by DUSTON HARVEY 


COPPERTON, Utah (UPI) — The 


second most productive gold mine in 
the United States considers the pre- 
cious metal a "by-product." 


Kennecott Copper Corp.'s mammoth 


Bingham mine turned out an esti- 
mated 160,000 troy ounces of gold last 
year — worth about $20 million on the 
world market — as a fringe benefit. 


The open pit mine also produced 


more than 2 million ounces of silver 
— worth about $9 million — 'and 
turned out commercial quantities of 
the rare metals molybdenum, sele- 
nium and palladium. 


A RECOVERY-PLANT expected to 


produce 144,000 pounds of uranium an- 
nually is under construction. 


Bingham's gold production is sec- 


ond In the nation to the famous Home- 
stake Mine in Lead, S.D., said Kenne- 
cott spokesman Gary Hansen, "but 
we're in the copper business — not 
the gold business." 


"You can't operate on our scale for 


the gold," he added, noting the mine 
produced 188,900 tons of copper last 
year from ore containing less than 
one per cent of the red metal. 


The huge mass of ore dug out of the 


gigantic pit in the Oquirrh Mountains 
on the west side of Salt Lake Valley 
allows the recovery of tiny traces of 
the precious metals. 


THE FIGURES ON amounts pro- 


duced and their average price in 1976 
came from Kennecott's recent annual 
report and from the Utah Geological 
and Mineral Survey. 


"Gold and silver are 
recovered 


from the slimes . . . the muddy sedi- 
ments . . . at the bottom of elec- 
trolytic cells in the final processing 
step at the refinery, which produces 
the pure copper," Hansen explained. 


Molybdenum and other rare metals 


are removed earlier at the con- 
centrator and smelter. 


The uranium recovery plant, which 


will go into operation late this year, is 
being built by Wyoming Minerals 
Corp., a subsidiary of Westinghouse 
Electric Corp. 


KENNECOTT' TRIES to let nothing 


get away. 


After the ore is ripped out of the pit 


by huge digging machines, it is di- 
vided into "ore" and "overburden" — 
the latter being material containing 
less than four one-hundredths of one 
per cent copper. 


The ore goes to a concentrator, 


while the overburden is dumped and 


"watered down" with a leaching com- 
pound containing acids. The water 
picks up traces of metals as it works 
down through the dump and the met- 
al-carrying liquid is hauled to a pre- 
cipitation plant. 


THE "SLUDGE" containing copper, 


gold, silver and other metals is 
dumped in stainless steel "launders" 
in the plant along with scraps of tin, 
which trade places with the more 
valuable metals in a chemical proc- 
ess. 


The result is 80 per cent pure cop- 


per, which goes on to the smelter, 
where it joins the less pure "ore" end 


product of the concentrator. 


Molybdenum and the rare metals 


are removed at the concentrator and 
smelter, while the gold and silver re- 
main with the copper until the elec- 
trolytic separation. 


Kennecott says there's still a lot o£ 


copper — and gold — in its huge hole: 
reserves of 1.5 million tons of 0.71 per 
cent copper ore at its Utah properties, 
enough to last 40 years at current pro- 
duction rates, and "an underground 
deposit adjacent to Utah Copper Divi- 
sion's open pit mine (which) could 
add substantially to the company's re- 
serve."

He 
was being held as a federal prisoner 
in the Mahoning County Jail awaiting 
arraignment Monday. 


Police said the only formal charge 


prepared Sunday was bank robbery 
but Nelson faces possible charges of 
kidnaping and possession of a deadly 
weapon. 


A LONG ORDEAL for 23-year-old 


Clara Blair began about 6 p.m. Fri- 
day when a man robbed a bank next 
door to her apartment complex. 
Chased by police, the robber pulled on 
every door until he found her un- 
locked apartment: 


She, her 5-year-old son Isaac, her 


18-month-old daughter Danielle and a 
5-year-old neighbor boy were taken 
captive. 


The neighbor, Emmett Moore, was 


the first to be released, early Satur- 
day in exchange for $2,000 collected 
by Mayor Jack Hunter from his 
friends. 


Nelson, armed with two pistols, held 


on to his other captives, however, 
negotiating with authorities for money 
and freedom. 


IN THE MIDDLE of the FBI nego- 


tiations, while Nelson was joking with 
the officers about his muscles, Mrs.

WASHINGTON — Somewhere on 


Route 85 into Atlanta, between The 
Stuckey's pecan candy signs and the 
Exxon stations, Jody Powell became 
White House press secretary years be- 
fore it happened. 


He'd be chugging along in his dusty 


blue '61 Volkswagen, driving and lis- 
tening to conservative, ell-talk radio 
station WRNG ("ring radio"). "One 
of those anouncers would take off on 
Jimmy Carter, knowing Jody'd be on 
the phone soon," a friend end co-cam- 
paigner remembers. 


Sure enough. "Jody would hear 


some statement, peel off the road at 
the nearest exit, grab a phone, and 
hang on with the ring radio guy" until 
he was satisfied the wrong impression 
would be corrected, says the friend, 
Ouayne Hiner. 


"JODY IS obsessed with setting die 


record straight," says Mr. Riner, 
who ought to know. A former Atlanta 
Constitution reporter, he was assist- 
ant press secretary during the. Carter 
campaign. "He'll argue with report- 
en, he'll stick to it to the final 
straw," says Mr. Riner, who now is 
press secretary to Georgia Gov. 
George Busbee. 


Fumy, Jody Powell doesn't look 


truculent. He's lounging in front of the 
bine velvet curtain of the White House 
press room, briefing a crowd of re- 
porters, his arms hung like the mom- 
tog laundry over the brown wood po- 
dium. He has this crest of wayward, 
ash-blond hak and guileless blue eyes 
and a ready grin. He is dressed, as 
always, in a pair of trousers with a 
suit vest hanging open over his shirt, 
tie unknotted and shghtly askew. He's 
•without a Jacket. He looks like a cross 
between a Baptist choirboy and Mis- 
sissippi riverboat gambler — one who 
grew up reading Mark Twain, fishing 
pole, white-washed fences, and all. He 
meets questions with a quick in- 
telligence, 
a 
Southern 
politeness 


studded by "pardon?" as a form of 
punctuation, and quick wit. 


"How much importance does it 


have?" he repeats a reporter's ques- 
tion. "I never know. How about, 
quote, a great deal, how would that 
be?" he banters with the reporter. To 
another, who is riding Urn with a 
question other reporters grumble is ir- 
relevant, he finally grins: "If you 
choose to believe the CIA is a tool of 
the petroleum industry, there's noth- 
ing I can do about it." 


Mr. Powell's job has been com- 


pared to that of the lion tamer, the 
tightrope walker, the bullfighter who 
survives without the cape. White 
Hous*watcher John Osborne of the 
New Republic described it more clini- 
cally as an "adversary relationship" 
with the press. 


MR. POWELL believes it's none of 


(he above, but he admits "there is a 
degree of gamesmanship about Hie 
relationship. A certain amount of pre- 
estabUshed rules and structured ways 
of behaving that are understood by 
the people involved," a relationship in 
which bs believes the press's interests

•and the government's interests can be 
served compatibly "99 times out of a 
hundred." 


For him, that relationship includes 


official candor on a question: saying, 
"yes, I know (something), but I'm not 
ready to make that announcement on 
it, (rather) than to dance around the 
thing and pretend you don't know it, 
try to evade i t . . . There are numer- 
ous occasions where it's important to 
the press that I know more than I'm 
able to say because if I don't, then 
I'm really not much help to them." 


He explains that: "Because it helps 


me to place things in context, to avoid 
unintentionally misleading them . . . 
And though I can't tell 'em exactly 
what they'd like to know, I can (help) 
them avoid making mistakes which 
mislead the public." That's crucial, 
he believes, because in the past few 
years the average citizen "feels he 
can neither believe what the people in 
government are saying, nor what toe 
press reports they are saying." 


The one-liner Jody Powell is best 


known for occurred when Georgia 
segregationist Lester Maddox once 
called Jimmy Carter a liar. To which 
Jody Powell answered: "Being called 
a liar by Lester Maddox is like being 
called ugly by a frog." Jody has a 
reputation for being funny, gregar- 
ious, extroverted — and he is, at 
press conferences. But behind the 
title, he is shy. 


WHEN YOU ASK him about him- 


self, you can almost bear the windows 
slam, the doors shut, the shutters 
bolt. Private property. Trespassers 
will be prosecuted. 


Jody Powell is not about to give 


away anyone's secrets, his own in- 
cluded, and says: "One of the most 
ridiculous aspects of this modern 
society is the idea that everybody 
ought to sort of inflict or impose their 
deepest personal problems and view- 
points and everything else on anybody 
and everybody else. I think most 
people would be happier if they kept 
more to themselves . . . There are 
personal things which are of no great 
interest. . . which nobody else is in- 
terested in (he begins to laugh softly) 


... nor is it any of their business if 
they are." 


But you can learn a little about the 


surface of Jody Powell: that he grew 
up on a farm in Vienna, Georgia, his 
mother, June, being a high-school civ- 
ics and history teacher; his father, 
Joseph Lester Powell, a farmer; that 
it was a "reassuring, interesting, 
but not threatening" upbringing . . . 
"It was not a childhood which left me 
any excuses ... for my mistakes as 
an adult." That he chopped wood, ran 
a tractor, and milked cows twice a 
day all his boyhood till he went away 
to Georgia State. That he was on his 
way toward getting his doctorate in 
political science at Emory University 
when he met the- man from Plains. 
That he began by stuffing envelopes 
and driving Jimmy Carter around the 
state seven years ago, and ended up 
becoming one of his closest confidants, 
in which many see as a father-son 
relationship. 


Powell knows that about himself: "I 


really don't think my degree of happi- 
ness or contentment is very much af- 
fected by outside sorts of events or 
people one way or another." He ad- 
mits he doesn't care for power, and 
has gone on the record as saying he 
could walk away from his job as press 
secretary, if it were a matter of prin- 
ciple, without a twinge. 


In fact, he almost didn't come to 


Washington, says his wife of 11 years, 
Nan Jared Powell. Mrs. Powell says 
she told him, "I'd sacrificed so much, 
given him up for two years (of cam- 
paigning) and he's worked so hard 
and so long," so she urged him to 
come to Washington. Jody, though, 
felt he'd already fulfilled his only 
commitment — to get Jimmy Carter 
elected — and didn't want to lose any 
more time away from his wife and 
their 10-year-old daughter, Emily. 
Mrs. Powell says tnatter-of-factly that 
they have had only one vacation to- 
gether in the last 10 years, a week 
spent, because they are both Civil 
War buffs, touring the battlegrounds 
of Virginia. She remembers "his play- 
ing plaintive Civil War ballads on the 
harmonica along the way" as they 
toured.

Kids no longer versed 


in proper etiquette

Amy Carter reads a book at a formal state dinner, 


a local charm school instructor describes American 
manners as "gross" and televison idol The Fonz 
glorifies surly behavior every week. The question is 
logical: what's happening to etiquette for children? 


Are parents emphasizing'Ps and Qs every night 


over the family meal? Do today's teenagers know 
how to summon a sommelier? Is cracking gum still 
a cardinal sin? 


"Even the elderly make fun of etiquette these 


days," said Marc Dayan, a native of France and

instructor of a charm and etiquette class in Glencoe. 
"Informality is programmed into us. We're a finger- 
lickin' culture." 


In eight years of Instruction, Dayan has seen 


"maybe 20 or 30" out of 150 children whom he con- 
siders well-behaved and adequately versed in the 
fundamentals of etiquette. 


"You see 6 and 7-year-old children talking back to 


their parents, and a whole theater full of people 
cracking gum and chomping on popcorn," be com- 
plained in a broad Gallic accent. "Americans just 
don't realize etiquette really does make a difference. 
You use it to avoid hurting others, either physically 
or emotionally." 


SYLVIA BECKER, director of Sears' Discovery 


Workshops for preteen and teenage girls, agrees that 
good manners are disappearing from the social 
scene. She still covers manners, personality, and 
conversation fundamentals in her classes, but admit- 
ted with a grin that she refers to "the experts" rath- 
er than Emily Post because the girls think the ven- 
erable advice-giver is "a little hokey." 


Who shares the blame for the demise of linen table 


napkins and formal introductions? 


Several instructors emphasized the recent prolife- 


ration of fast-food restaurants: "There's not much to 
teaching a child how to eat a McDonald's ham- 
burger." noted Roger Little, a sociology professor at 
the University of Illinois— Chicago Circle Campus. 


The increase of working mothers may also be part 


of the problem, said Dayan, who argues that after 
working outside the home for eight hours, "mothers 


don't have the time to educate properly." Of course, 
he added, nationality does make a difference: "Cer- 
tainly French women work, too. But over there (eti- 
quette) is a religion. That's the difference." 


THEN THERE'S ALSO the. American penchant for 


permissiveness in child-raising, a fact of life that 
Dayan abhors. 


"Americans are the only ones who let'their chil- 


dren do anything they want, and it shows," he said. 
"It's the worst thing that ever happened to chil- 
dren." 


Some experts argue that women's liberation has 


made an impact, too. In a recent column on teaching 
children manners, Benjamin Spock admits a di- 
lemma over teaching young boys to hold open doors 
and give up their seats for "the fairer sex." 


The move to eliminate sexual stereotypes has 


changed the rules, he says, but Dr. Spock com- 
promises by advising that both boys and girls be 
taught to open doors for others if the situation war- 
rants it. 


Richard Henke, principal of Miner Junior High 


School in Arlington Heights, theorizes that a com- 
bination of fewer meals at home, Don Rickles on 
television, and a growing minority of parents who 
maintain a "hands off my children" policy all con- 
tribute to a decline in good manners. But he added, 
"it's hard to compare (the difference in manners)— 
these kids are growing up in a different era. We 
didn't watch a war on television every night." 


DESPITE THEIR gradual disappearance, eti- 


quette and good manners are holding their own in 
both,public and private classrooms. 


At'Hoffman Estates High School, home economics

teacher Phyllis Jacobs instructs students in her In- 
dependent Living class on opening doors, restaurant 
protocol and appropriate dress. The class is geared 
to senior boys, and while "they laugh it up at first, 
they do listen. Whether or not they admit it, big 
occasions like prom are important," says Ms. Ja- 
cobs. 


"I don't think they're getting the instruction at 


home that they used to, but they do like knowing the 
correct way to do things," she adds. "These guys 
go all out on table settings — you'd be surprised." 


Eitquette is also stressed in the home economics 


department at Miner Junior High, though "general 
good manners" are covered in every class, said 
Henke. 


And even elementary school youngsters are in- 


troduced to the basics at Wheeling's Stevenson 
School via a general assembly each fall and individ- 
ual efforts by the teachers, says Principal Virginia 
Sonntag. 


P R I V A T E INSTRUCTION like Montgomery 


Ward's Wendy Ward school and Sears' Discovery 
Workshops cover etiquette, charm and manners in 
varying doses. And despite guffaws from the young 
participants, Sears' Ms. Becker agrees with home ec 
teacher Ms. Jacobs that "they do want to know 
what's right. Even is it isn't practiced every night, it 
will sink in eventually." 


According to Ms. Jacobs, the Sloppy Seventies 


haven't eliminated all the polite conventions. A girl in 
blue jeans who invites a date home for dinner 
wouldn't expect or necessarily want a helping hand 
with her chair, but if she's decked out in a prom 
dress at a ritzy restaurant, "you'd better believe it's 
expected," she said with a laugh. 


Even if coat holding and door opening haven't dis- 


appeared from the social scene entirely, nostalgic 
diehards like Dayan fondly recall the days when 
family instruction on everything from addressing el- 
ders to eating artichokes was "de riguer." 


"LIFE WITHOUT ETIQUETTE is like a horse 


without a harness," says Dayan, ruffling his dark 
hair in consternation. "Without it, the horse doesn't 
know where to go and he ends up in a ravine." 


"Quite simply, it adds charm to the life. I don't 


like to be a pessimist, but I'm afraid it's been lost 
. . . but you never know. There are always mir- 
acles." 


Decorator-type chintz

Dear Eunice Farmer: I have 


seen jackets, skirts, vests, sun 
dresses — all kinds of garments 
— that look like they have been 
made of drapery type chintz. Can 
we use this decorator-type fabric 
for our clothes, or is there some 
special place to purchase these 
chintzes? —Marilyn V. 


Dear Marilyn: Today, you will 


see fabrics intended for home dec- 
orating used for ready-to-wear, 
and dress fabrics used in home 


decorating. Fabrics must appeal 
to you because of their value and 
not as a specific area of use. 


The chintzes 
you mentioned 


have been used for years for rain 
coats, jackets, etc. they are usual- 
ly cotton and very comfortable in 
warmer climates. I can see them 
combined with solids and used for 
eatery type of garment imagi- 
nable. 


Just watch one detail when 


making a selection of chintzes — 
they are usually more crisp and 
slightly firmer than most garment 
fabrics. Therefore, you would not 
use them where there is a need for 
a soft, very full or gathered look. 


One of the most attractive gar- 


ments I have seen in a long time 
was a long, reversible oriental- 
type jacket that was quilted with 
chintz on one side. Combined with 
an oriental blouse top of chintz 
and worn over pants, it was 
stunning. 


This week's winner of the gold 


blazer buttons is Mrs. Forrest 
Maxwell, Collins, Iowa 50055. Her 
tip: 


"For pressing pants seams that 


are hard to reach, make your own 
special pressing aid. 


"Cut a plywood board about 


three inches wide and four feet 
long. Pad this well with padding 
and a cover just like an ironing 
board. This is just the right size to 
slip inside a pant leg anfl press 
the seams open. It works for both 
the side and the in^seam."

I would pre-test 
any fabric before washing the ac- 
tual garment. 


The dye in the fabric will be 


given a chance to bleed onto the 
background color if it is hung up 
wet and allowed too much time to 
dry. 


In the case in question, if the 


fabric had been washed and put in 
the dryer with success, that is 
'how the garment should have 
been treated after it was worn.

Book explains man's body

Unlike most women, men don't ex- 


change agonies about anatomical and 
psychological problems. 


Their hair starts to fall out and they 


talk about it — to themselves — in the 
bathroom mirror. Later, they seek 
help from the barber. 


A liberated male, prodded by girl- 


friend or wife may go for a hairpiece 
to cover the naked pate, but don't bet 
on him discussing the matter with 
boss, golfing partners, or the guys in 
the plant. 


If perhaps the balding peacock 


knew that the loss of hair is a sign of 
maleness or virility, he wouldn't wor- 
ry so much about turning into a skin- 
head. 


The point about baldness and other 


body problem little understood by 
many males was made in an inter- 
view with John Marqusee, of London 
and New York. 


"Men are so ignorant about their 


bodies and how they function you 
wouldn't believe it," Marqusee said. 


"The price of this ignorance is un- 


justified concern and worry about per- 
fectly normal happenins, anatomical- 
ly speaking. 


"Survival can be affected negative- 


ly by this ignorance. And happiness. 
That often depends on an under- 
standing of what is happening, espe- 
cially in matters of sexuality." 


Marqusee's view that men don't 


talk about their problems the -way 
women do may be challenged in bars, 
locker rooms, on assembly lines and 
at the office water fountains. 


Nevertheless, he says it is so and,1 


for proof, falls back on surveys. His 
own — and published reports on the 
extent to which men are mystified by 
their bodies and psyches. 


Marqusee, a publisher, wants to 


help men and, incidentally, himself, a 
50-year-old father of five. 


To accomplish.both aims, he's pro- 


duced a book, "Man's Body: An Own- 
er's Manual" (Paddington Press — 
and Bantam). 


"Man's Body" is described as 
'the 


first and only fully illustrated lay- 
man's guide to the male body," an- 
swering questions in the areas of: 


—Health and fitness. 
— Sexuality and appearance. 


—Life expectancy. 
—Aging. 


It makes interesting reading to a 


woman. 


The section on hair ranges from hair 


loss clinics to baldness and toupees. 


Under hair loss clinics, the mes- 


sage: 


"There are a large number of clin- 


ics suggesting various kinds of treat- 
ment, which can include creams, lo- 
tions, massage, shampoos and ultra- 
violet and infra-red radiation. 


"Courses of these treatments are 


expensive but there are no known 
medical grounds for them. In fact, 
there is a risk of being wrongly diag- 
nosed, and being given inappropriate 
treatment for a condition that could 
be dealt with by a physician." 


Stress may cause hair loss, accord- 


ing to "Man's Body." But the most 
common cause is male pattern bald- 
ness, caused by a male hormone in- 
fluenced by hereditary aging factors. 


"Nothing short of castration can be ( 


done about this condition. Not only 
can it not be reversed but it cannot be 
.stopped or even slowed down by any 
means 
so far 
discovered," says 


"Man's Body." 


So what's left? 
Toupees, hair weaving or hair 


transplants. 


Here's what "Man's Body" says 


about each: 


• Toupees. Hairpieces serve some 


of the true functions of hair: keeping 
the scalp warm and protecting it from 
the sun. The disadvantages: Dis- 
comfort from perspiration, fear of the 
hairpiece coming unstuck, or being 
disarranged by the wind and embar- 
rassment if it does, having to protect 
it from strong sunlight, in case 'it 
fades or changes color; plus the time 
and expense involved in its care. A 
good hairpiece should stand up to sun- 
light and rain, stick firmly to the 
head, be easy to clean and last sev- 
eral years. 


• Hair weaving. In one type, a hair- 


piece is made in the normal way, and 
then attached to the scalp by stitching 
the sides of it to the,normal hair. In a 
second method, threads are strung 
across the bald area from one to the 
other, and pieces of hair, sewn togeth- 
er in clumps, are woven directly into 
this. 


• Hair Transplant. Hair follicles are 


surgically removed from parts where 
there is abundant hair, and implanted 
into the bald area. But there is no 
guarantee they will grow in their new 
location. 


The guide to a man's body contains 


large sections on sexual functions and 
p r o b l e m s . Marqusee said most 
really don't kow all there is to know 
about these things. 


"Over 90 per cent of impotence is 


caused psychologically. The few phys- 
ical causes of longterm impotence can 
be categorized into physical devel- 
opment and changes in the adult body 
state. 


"The physical causes include gener- 


al disorders such as diabetes, debili- 
tating illnesses, and infectious dam- 
age to the spinal cord, some hormonal 
disorders, continual heavy drug or al- 
cohol use, aging." 


Under intercourse, "Man's Body" 


advises: 
'A variety of positions of in- 


tercourse is not necessary for either 
emotional happiness or sensual pleas- 
ure. Sex is a form of communication, 
not a mechanical event." 


"Fitness," according to "Man's 


Body," consists of general work ca- 
pacity, muscular strength, muscular 
endurance and joint flexibility." 


The book contains fitness tests a 


man may administer to himself. This 
is followed by exercise programs. 


Talk in other sections is of hernias, 


reproduction, life in the womb, nutri- 
tion, skin care, accidents, sleep. 


Any man who pays attention to this 


owner's guide, "Man's Body," can't 
help being more valuable to the wom- 
an — or women — in his life. 


This prediction assumes that he will 


take better care of himself, and aim 
for a long, healthy, happy life. 


More than 1,000 diagrams, drawings 


and charts make the most com- 
plicated body systems easy to under- 
stand. 


There even is a section on the male 


menopause. 


Some men, it has been established, 


exeprience an early menopause — in 
the forties. Others, later — in the fif- 
ties. 


Glands shooting male hormones into 


the bloodstream wind down.

Teenage acne poses 
difficult problems 


I am a high school girl of 15 and have begun to have some 


tfdmptes and I am worried. PleaiewndmeTheHeattliLetteron 
acne. I've used some creams (or acne but nothing seems to help. I 
need some help before this problem gets any worse. 


As you know, this is a very common problem. Unfortunately, 


many of the things people do to treat acne actually make It worse. 
I don't know what kinds of creams you have been using but any 
cream that contains an oily bade of any type should not be used. 
The problem is too much oil in the first place. 


Acne is caused by an overproduction of an oily substance called 


sebum by your sebaceous glands. This results in blackheads, white 
heads and pimples. The pimple usually forms because of .the ac- 
tion of special bacteria that live inside the hair shaft attached to 
the sebaceous gland. These bacteria break down the oil and fats 
forming irritating fatty adds. The fatty adds cause the in- 
flammation.

My husband and I have been wanting a child for a few 
years and we certainly would not want to risk a miscarriage. By 
the way, several of the exercises lor most females are for the 
stomach. 


How much exercise a woman should do during her pregnancy is 


an individual matter. A woman with a history of miscarriages 
might need different management than a woman who has had no 
such problems. 


You need to be under the care of an obstetrician and let him 


decide what you should do for exercise and for your diet. Don't 
follow any fad diets or so called health diets you may encounter in 
the "health club" environment Ask your doctor about it first. 


In general, healthy women woo are pregnant can remain fairly 


active. Many doctors have their parents walk regularly to stay in 
fairly good shape. Delivering a baby is really an athletic event and 
the woman in good physical condition is able to go through child- 
birth with the least amount of difficulty. 


Unless a woman is prone to miscarriages, moderate physical 


activity during pregnancy is not likely to cause problems. One of 
my professors of obstetrics was fond of saying that an apple is 
not so likely to fall from a tree until it is ripe. The application 
being that the biggest concern about physical activity is really as 
a woman approaches term and birth is imminent.

suggests that consumers take the articles back to the stores to 
check whether the garments were' treated with Tris. Some mate- 
rials are inherently fire-resistant and do not require the addition of 
any chemical, and some use a chemical other than Tris to achieve 
flame-resistance. The commission says that washing a Tris-treated 
garment three or more times will virtually eliminate Tris from the 
surface and still remain flame-retardant. The best way for any 
consumer who is confused or uncertain is to call the commission's 
hotline number (toll-free) at 800438-2666. 


Dear Dorothy: This should be helpful to all those who want to 


get odors out of a mattress. I made a solution of household am- 
monia and water, wrung a cloth out of it and sponged the surface. 
This was followed by a sponging with a cloth wrung out of clear 
water. Tried this treatment several times and, when the mattress 
had dried out, there was no trace of odor. —Adelaide O'Hara 


Dear Dorothy: I hear there is a way to cook mushrooms so they 


won't shrink so much. Do you know of it? — Beth Corwin. 


Yes. It takes longer, but it's worth the time and effort. Put the 


mushrooms in the top of a double boiler with a lump of shortening. 
It takes from 45 minutes to an hour.

PBS faces serious financial crunch 


Public broadcasting in Chicago is facing a serious 


financial crunch. 


The inadequacy of available funds could result in 


fewer hours of programming, fewer locally pro- 
duced or newly purchased programs, a ceiling on 
staff and equipment, and generally an undesirable 
situation at WTTW, Channel 11. 


Some of those cutbacks already have begun. The 


public broadcasting station has taken in $500,000 
less than it had anticipated during the current fis- 
cal year, which ends June 30 


Two federal programming grants failed to come 


through, and the station grossed about $50,000 less 
during its recent fund-raising auction than it had 
planned on. 


The big culprit, however, has been viewer sub- 


scriptions. 


CURRENT SUBSCRIPTIONS, which generate the 


greatest amount of the station's income, almost 
equal last year's record of 123,000 subscribers but 
they are about 10 per cent less than an expected 
increase. 


"It appears that after having a dramatic growth 


in subscriptions over the years, that they are now 
leveling off. The only troublesome thing about that 
is that we are not nearly penetrating the viewer 
audience we have," said Jack Modisett, WTTW's di- 
rector of development. 


"Not everyone who watches pubuc television 


helps to support the station financially, and that is 
basically the only way we can continue to exist," he 
said. 


THE FIGURES LOOK like this. Public television 


in Chicago had about 21,000 paid subscribers five 
years ago and claims about 123,000 today. The sta- 
tion has averaged at least a 10 per cent growth in 
subscribers each year until now 


The leveling off of subscriptions terrifies public 


broadcating officials. Less than one out of four fam- 
ilies who watch public television are subscribers. 
And only one out of every four pledges that are 
made are ever fulfilled. 


"We are the most watched public television sta- 


tion in the nation right now, but for some reason 
we can't pick up our subscriptions. Maybe people 
are just being complacent about us They turn us 
on and enjoy our programming and think that we 
will always be on but we won't. We can't continue 
this way," Modisett said. 


Public broadcasting does not operate at a deficit, 


Modisett said, "We just don't spend the money we 
don't have. Our total income is based on variables 
and so we only take things one step at a time " 


AT THE BEGINNING of any fiscal year, a public 


broadcasting station is never quite sure what feder- 
al grants it will receive, bow many subscriptions 
will be fulfilled, how much it will make in its an- 
nual auction and other fund-raising events, or how 
much it will receive through foundation or corpo- 
ration grants. 


This year, none of those basic sources of income 


met the expectations of officials at WTTW, and so 
now, the cutback begins. The station has discouraged 
overtime by any of its employes and has put a 
freeze on hiring of additional personnel 


Salary cuts and layoffs are not likely In the near 


future, Modisett said, but other things will suffer. 
The station will have to forego $535,000 in equip- 
ment repairs and replacements this year unless oth- 
er funds can be found. It may not be able to count 
on producing some of the programs it had planned 
for next year or purchase other public broadcasting 
snows for a first run. 


THE LACK OF funds also will keep WTTW from

expanding its news operation, based in a 19th floor 
suite at 233 N. Michigan Ave The station's mam 
offices are at 5400 N St Louis Ave. 


Critics have been quick to say that a television 


station that depends on public dollars should not 
operate a news division in a classy high-rise (just 
adjacent to the Hyatt Regency Chicago) in the cen- 
ter of town 


"We don't feel that our studios there are lavish. 


They are very functional and very crowded with a 
newsroom, the John Calloway show, Kup's Show and 
(her news activities centered there," Modisett said 


"IN ORDER TO OPERATE an effective news oper- 


ation we have to be in a central location and make 
ourselves accessible. No one would want to come 
out to our St Louis Avenue offices for an interview 
because we're so far from downtown," he said. "I 
think our studios there are necessary aqd valid, and 
certainly not wasteful" 


With no new financial sources in sight and no 


projected growth in subscribers it is the television 
viewer who will be worse off. Public television offers 
a welcome alternative to network programming. 
Its fine productions like, "Upstairs, Downstairs," 
"Previn and the Pittsburgh" and "Hard Times" may 
appear only in reruns next year Programming kke 
"Sesame Street," "Monty Python's Flying Circus," 
"Electric Company," and National Geographic spe- 
cials may not air as frequently as they do now Spe- 
cial series such as "Key to the Universe," "The Age 
of Uncertainty" and "The Best of Ernie Kovacs" 
may not air at all

Ancient Ktfyptians developed the use 


of gluing together pieces of papyrus 
leaves to form rolled scrolls that extend- 
er! up to 40 yards 


Meanwhile, in ancient Assyria early 


book publishing took the form of clay 
tablets thiit wore, inscribed with cunei- 
form lexts and hardened by baking for 
preservation. 


The earliest printed work that we 


know about is a Chinese block-printed 
book dated BtW. And we also knosv that 
books printed from movable type were 
first produced by the Chinese artisan Pi 
Sheng between 1041 and 1049, a full four 
centuries before the discoveries made 
later by Gutenberg 


Most of the early Chinese books con- 


sisted of rolls of paper printed on one 
side. There is. however, a specimen 
dated 949 that looks very much like a 
modern book 


In 1501 European book printing moved 


into its infancy -- and great things 
came later. Before then, however, books 
were known as incunabula. They were 
formed of leaves of parchment or paper 
laboriously printed from blocks of wood 
on which an engraver hud cut in relief 
the letters and figures of the text. So- 
called block books were printed in this 
way. 


Movable type probably developed when 


it was discovered thutan occasional er- 
ror on one of the blocks required the 
cutting of a single letter to correct it. 


Johann Gutenberg of Mainz. Germany, 


worked out a system of separate little 
blocks of wood that could be fitted to- 
gether to make words, sentences ami 
whole pages. His masterpiece was print- 
ed between 1450 and 1456 -- a handsome, 
large, two-volume edition of the Bible. 
•The art of book printing really spread 
with Gutenberg. By 1500, just over 30 
years after Gutenberg died, more than 
40,000 books had been printed in Europe. 
By 1539, just 47 years after Columbus 
found America, a printing press was at 
work in the New World, in Mexico City.

Regazzoni crashes; 
Rutherford qualifies 


INDIANAPOLIS — Former track record holder and two-time 


winner Johnny Rutherford became the third fastest qualifier Sun- 
day for the Indianapolis 500, but Clay Regazzoni's first bid to 
make the million dollar race ended in a spectacular crash. 


Regazzoni, who escaped unhurt, has a commitment to drive in 


the Grand Prix of Monaco next weekend, conflicting with the final 
two days of Indy time trials. 


The Swiss racing veteran is expected to leave for Europe today. 
Rutherford, who lost the qualifying record Saturday to Tom 


Sneva, qualified his McLaren at a speed of 197.325. just 24 hours 
after Sneva became the first driver to officially log a 200 mph lap 
while nailing down the pole position for the race. 


Rutherford was clocked at similar speeds Saturday, but was 


waved off by his own crew, who felt he was not fast enough to take 
the pole for the second year in a row. He didn't get another chance 
to qualify on the first day of the trials. "We gambled and lost," 
said Rutherford, "All we wanted to do Sunday was put together 
four smooth laps. We were not concerned with going 200 mph." 


Crenshaw rallies to take Colonial 


FORT WORTH, Tex. — Ben Crenshaw survived a front nine 


collapse, fired three back nine birdies to catch struggling John 
Schroeder and then won the $200,000 Colonial National Invitation 
golf tournament with a six-foot birdie putt on the 17th hole. Cren- 
shaw, 25, made up five strokes on Schroeder and stayed just ahead 
of the fast closing Tom Watson to shoot a final round 89 for a 272 
total and the $40,000 first prize. 


Schroeder, who had said 1977 would decide whether he stayed 


with professional golf, closed with a one-over par 71 for a 273. 
Watson, the Masters champion and the tour's leading money win- 
ner this year, had a three-under 67 to finish at 274. 


The tournament turned on the 13th and 14th holes. On the par 


four 14th, Crenshaw holed a 25-foot birdie putt while Schroeder 
pulled his tee shot on No. 13, chipped short and two-putted bo drop 
into a tie with Crenshaw at seven-under. 


Schroeder could never find a birdie in the closing holes. On No. 


IS he missed by an inch on a 40-footer and then on No. 16 missed a 
five-foot putt. 


Crenshaw won the tournament with a six-footer on the 17th 


green and hit a pressurized seven-footer on 18 to save par.

— PigtaHed Jane Blalock tore apart the Pine 


Ridge course with a final round of 68 Sunday to run away with the 
18th LPGA victroy in her career in the $55,000 Greater Baltimore

rounds of 69 and 72, boosted her 1977 winnings to $41,671 with the 
$8,250 prize. Finishing in a tie for second place at 212 were Japan's 
Takako Kiyomoto and Joyce Kazmierskl. 


Kiyomoto set a Pine Ridge nine hole record with a sensational-31 


score in her final nine holes for a 68 Sunday, which is also her best 
competitive round on a course in the U.S. 


Blalock. of Highland Beach, Fla., fired off four birdies in her 


first nine holes to grab the lead at the halfway mark of the final 
round. It was her second tour win this year. She won the Colgate 
Triple Crown, the first stop on the LPGA tour. 


Yarborough wins Mason-Dixon 500 


DOVER, Del. — Cale Yarborough recovered from an early 


hump — one that cost hta three laps worth of repairs, and out- 
dueled David Pearson Sunday to win his sixth NASCAR Grand 
National race of the year, the $130,000 Mason-Dlxon 500 at Dover

Yarborough, a 37-year-old county commissioner-farmer from 


Timmonsville, S.C., took the lead for good on the 404th lap when 
he nosed his Chevrolet past Pearson's Mercury. 


Both drivers made pit stops for gasoline only with 25 laps left in 


the 500 mil* race, but Yarborough never lost his advantage and 
won by 62. seconds over Pearson, a veteran driver from Spar- 
tanburg, S.C., who concentrates on superspeedways. 


Yarborough, in winning his third race at Dover and his 23rd on a 


superspeedway, average 123.337 miles per hour. 


Pole position winner Richard Petty of Randelman, N.C., finished 


third, with Darrell Waltrip of Franklin, Tenn., fourth and Dick 
Brooks of Richmond, Va., fifth.

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Mondale, Young confer 
on Carter Africa views 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) — Vice 


President Walter Mandate met Sun- 
day with U.N. Ambassador Andrew 
Young in a rendezvous designed to 
transmit President Carter's latest in- 
structions on America's African pol- 
icy. 


Young, who arrived Saturday from a 


tour of West .Africa, leaves Monday to 
attend a U.N.-sponsored conference in 
Maputo, Mozambique, on,the future of 
Rhodesia and South West Africa. 


Young announced Sunday he also 


would visit South Africa next Sunday, 
despite reports the South African gov- 
ernment objected to his visit. 
. "I've not been informed of any re- 
strictions or conditions," Young said. 


MONDALE TOLD a press confer- 


ence .the purpose of the conference 
was to convey to Young the Carter 
administration's latest instructions on 
United States-African policy as a pre- 
lude to Young's departure for Maputo. 


Mondale said he was preparing for 


his forthcoming meeting with South 
African Prime Minister John Vorster 
in Austria, May 19-20, "in a construc- 
tive frame of mind" and downplayed 
reports he might pressure Vorster to 
move his country away from its racial 
segregation policy. 


But he said he did intend to tell Vos- 


ter of the United States' experience in 
committing itself to guaranteeing full 


political rights for everyone. 


MONDALE MEETS Monday with 


President Antonio Ramalho Eanes 
and Premier Mario Scares in a move 
'designed by the Carter administration 
to dramatize its support for Portug- 
al's return to democracy. 


Mondale will bring both good and 


bad news. 
.He said he will offer Portugal 
United States military equipment for' 
outfitting a Portuguese brigade to-be 
committed lo NATO. George Vest, the 
U.S. Asst. Sec. of State for European 
A f f a i r s designate, said Portugal 
wants armored personnel carriers and 
C130 planes. 


Mondale will tell the Portuguese 


leaders the United States is unlikely 
to change its immigration laws to find 
homes and jobs for some of Portug- 
al's half-million refugees from Angola 
and Mozambique. 


Ignoring protocol, Mondale wore 


sneakers and & patched-up denim suit 
and Young showed up for the diplo- 
matic meeting in the Ritz Hotel 
dressed in an open-neck, short-sleeve 
blue shirt.

day. He toured the city in a light blue- 
limousine, stopping at the 12th centu- 
ry Saint Georges Castle with its pan- 
oramic views of the city. 


Young to travel to South Africa 


LISBON, Portugal (UPI) - U.N. 


Ambassador Andrew Young said Sun- 
day agreement has been reached with 
the South African government for his 
trip to Johannesburg next weekend 
and arrangements for the visit are 
proceeding. 


"I am confident that these will be 


completed in a mutually satisfactory 
manner," Young said. "We believe 
the visit will promote the kind of 
people-to-people contact that is so nec- 
essary, if there is to be peaceful 
change in South Africa." 


Young, in Lisbon for talks on U.S. 


policy in Africa with Vice President 
Walter Mondale, said he expected to

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Gifted students leave classroom to learn

How do fashion designers transform 


bolts of cloth into trench coats and 
blue jeans? What does $300,000 look 
like? And how does a veterinarian set 
a tiny dog's broken leg? 


Children in four local elementary 


districts have been able to find out 
those answers through participation in 
Project 
EVE, Experiential 
Viable 


Education, a career education pro- 
gram for gifted students in Arlington 
Heights Dist. 25, Elk Grove Township 
Dist. 59, Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23. 


"If you don't have enough enrich- 


ment for the gifted kids, school be- 
comes kind of a waste," said Shirley 
Aberg, Project EVE coordinator. 


"We live in a future-shock system 


where classrooms and teachers aren't 
enough," she said. By going on trips 
to banks, hospitals and theaters, 
"these kids get out there to see what's 
going on." 


THE STUDENTS are grouped by 


special interest and ability according 
to state gifted program guidelines. 
The number of students who partici- 
pate from each district is determined 
by the district's size. 


In Dist. 57, "we've picked kids who 


might not already be in a gifted 
class," said Dwight Hall, assistant su- 
perintendent 
of 
instruction. 
"We 


talked to people at the schools and 
said, 'Give us the one youngster at 
this grade level who is most inter- 
ested and has the most potential." " 


The six ability groups, each having 


17 students in grades sixth through 
eighth, are creativity, science, gener- 
al intelligence, leadership, psycho-mo- 
tor and visual and performing arts, he 
said. 


EACH GROUP has taken one field 


trip per month since the program be- 
gan in February, he said.

C a r e Animal Hospital, Arlingotn 
Heights; Chicago's Lyric Opera and a 
performance of "Meet Me in St.

'Teacher of many talents gets the

It's just not enough anymore for 


prospective teachers to earn A's in 
their education courses. 


If they want jobs, say local school 


district personnel directors, they'll 
have to be able to coach girls' soft- 
ball, supervise the student newspaper 
staff or direct the concert band. 


It's the age of the blonic teacher, 


and unique abilities count, especially 
when the prospective educator is try- 
Ing to catch the eyes of adminis- 
trators flooded with thousands of ap- 
plications for only a few jobs. 


"We don't even count the letters, 


they come in so fast," said John Frid- 
lund, superintendent of River Trails 
Dist. 26, where 12 teaching positions 
were eliminated this year because of 
declining enrollment. 


THE DISTRICT gives job appli- 


cations only to those who come to the 
office to pick them up, he said.

If they let you charge any rates, 
there would be complete chaos," said 
Robert Birks, owner of Arlington City 
Cab Co. which has 18 taxicabs oper- 
ating in the village and plans to add 
seven more this summer. 


"If there's no limit there could be 60 


or 70 cabs on the streets," said 
Charles Rolls, who owns Arlington 
Best Cab Co. with two taxis operating 
and plans to add a third soon. "Grant- 
ed, people would get better service 
during peak hours if there are 60 to 
call on, but ultimately there'd be no 
cab service. All the drivers would quit 
because they wouldn't be making any 
money," he said.

It's just not enough anymore for 


prospective teachers to earn A's in 
their education courses. 


If they want jobs, say local school 


district personnel directors, they'll 
have to be able to coach girls' soft- 
ball, supervise the student newspaper 
staff or direct the concert band. 


It's the age of the bionic teacher, 


and unique abilities count, especially 
when the prospective educator is try- 
ing to catch the eyes of adminis- 
trators flooded with thousands of ap- 
plications for only a few jobs. 


"We don't even count the letters, 


they come in so fast," said John Frid- 
lund, superintendent of River Trails 
Dist. 26, where 12 teaching positions 
were eliminated this year because of 
declining enrollment. 


THE DISTRICT gives job appli- 


cations only to those who come to the 
office to pick them up, he said. 


"We have no plans of hiring anyona 


(for 1977-78)," he said. "That's why 
it's really foolish to send them appli- 
cations and get their hopes up." 


Palatine Township Dist. 15 sent out 


about 5,000 applications a year ago 
and hired "40 or 50 teachers," said 
Robert Anderson, administrative as- 
sistant for personnel and planning. 


Dist. 15 already has received 1,500 


applications for fall teaching jobs and 
stopped accepting them April 15, he 
said. Twenty to 30 openings are ex- 
pected for 1977-78, he said. 


For 1976-77, High School Dist. 214 


received 1,618 applications for 69 jobs. 
The previous year 553 prospective 
English teachers wrote to the district; 
eight were hired, said Robert Cudney, 
assistant suerintendent for personnel 
services. 


CUDNEY SAID with an 
extraor- 


dinary amount of teachers to pick' 
from, the one with a variety of talent 
to offer is most likely to get the job.

Cardinal School appraisal asked

If the building that housed the 


deserted Cardinal Drive School in 
Rolling Meadows isn't marketable, 
perhaps the land is.

Board of Education hasn't found a 
buyer or tenant for the school, 2300 
Cardinal Dr.. so Wednesday night the 
board asked Supt. Frank C. Whitetey 
to get an appraisal on the value of the 
land if the building were demolished. 


Whiteley said Thursday he sould re- 


ceive the appraisal in several weeks. 


"There has been some minimal in- 


terest (in buying the school, and 
we're following up any leads," said 
Board Pres. Joel D. Meyer. "But we 
have to explore other possibilities. 
We'd be remiss if we didn't." 


MEYER RECALLED the board hau 


promised the Cardinal Driive neigh- 
borhood would not be adversely af- 


. fected by closing the school. 


"We don't want it to become an eye- 


sore or a hazard to the community," 
he said. 


The school was closed last June af- 


ter the board determined that the 
$300,000 worth of renovations needed 
to bring the 15-year-old building up to 
state safety standards would be too 
costly for the financially strapped dis- 
trict. 


Declining enrollments in the district 


also made it desirable to close one 
school, and Cardinal Drive was the 
district's smallest facility, with 332 
students enrolled in 1976. 


THE SCHOOL WAS used last fall 


until Jefferson School in Hoffman Es- 
tates was ready for occupancy, but 


the Cardinal Drive building has been 
vacant since December. 


In March, the board rejected a pro- 


posal by the Rolling Meadows Park 
District offering the school district 
free time in the park's ice rink in ex- 
change for the title to the Cardinal 


Drive School building. 


The park district and the Northwest 


Suburban Fellowship Club, a social 
services agency, have expressed con- 
tinued interest in the building, but 
there have been no concrete dis- 
cussions, board members said.

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'Teacher of many talents gets the job'

It's just not enough anymore for 


prospective teachers to earn A's in 
their education courses. 


If they want jobs, say local school 


district personnel directors, they'll 
have to be able to coach girls' soft- 
ball, supervise the student newspaper 
staff or direct the concert band. 


It's the age of the bionic teacher,

"We don't even count the letters,

cations only to those who come to the 
office to pick them up, he said. 


"We have no plans of hiring anyone 


(for 1977-78)," he said.' "That's why 
it's really foolish to send them appli- 
cations and get their hopes up." 


Palatine Township Dis't. 15 sent out 


about 5,000 applications a year ago 
and hired "40 or 50 teachers," said 
Robert Anderson, administrative as- 
sistant for personnel and planning. 


Disl. 15 already has received 1,500 


applications for fall teaching jobs and 
stopped accepting them April 15, he 
said.'Twenty to 30 openings are ex- 
pected for 1977-78, he said.

$300,000 worth of renovations needed 
to bring the 15-year-old building up to 
state safety standards would be too 
costly for the financially strapped dis- 
trict. 


Declining enrollments in the district 


also made it desirable to close one 
school, and Cardinal Drive was the 
district's smallest facility, with 332

Lightning, winds damage 
area, down power lines

Lightning and high winds damaged 


several homes and businesses and

when a brief but turbulent thunder- 
storm swept through the Northwest 
suburbs. 


Hardest hit was Schaumburg, where 


one home was hit by lightning, power 
lines downed, and several roofs blown 
off of buildings in an industrial park 


Donna Vasto, of 232 Whidah Ct, 


Schaumburg, said she and her family 
were in the living room when she saw 
a blinding flash of light and heard a 
crash that shook the house. 


"I didn't really think that much 


about it. I knew it came down some- 
where close by," she said. A few min- 
utes later, a neighbor called to tell 
her that the Vasto roof had been hit 
by lightning. 


"I TOLD HER she was full of 


prunes," Mrs. Vasto said. "But when 
I looked outside, I saw where the 
lightning hit" The roof had minor 
damage but Mrs. Vasto, her husband 
Vmce, and her 2-year-old son Anthony 
were not injured. 


Lightning also struck a Schaumburg 


home on Fennell Lane where a minor 
fire erupted, but causing no injuries. 
High winds ripped the roofs off two 
buildings in at 731 Morse Ave. and 726 
Lunt Ave.

Castro *s sister pickets 
first U.S.-Cuban cruise

ter of Cuban Premier Fidel Castro 
and several hundred exiles from the 
communist-run island picketed a ship 
being boarded Sunday by the first 
cruise passengers from the United 
States to Cuba in 16 years.

brother in 1960, called him a tyrant 
and said the United States should 
maintain its trade restrictions against 
Cuba.
